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Summary. 


A  comprehensive  index  for  the  volume  of  the  C.  X'  D.  for  July- 
December  1915  is  printed  between  pp.  54  and  75. 

The  police  give  notice  that  dogs  whose  licences  are  not  to  be 
renewed  should  be  poisoned.  Mr.  Cornelius  Bayley's  article  on  the 
subject  is,  therefore,  particularly  timely.    See  p.  44  . 

Panel  chemists  will  have  to  submit  to  further  discount  from 
their  accounts,  as  the  expenses  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees  are 
to  be  deducted  from  them.    Read  the  article  on  p.  46. 

The  Knighthood  conferred  on  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  ex-President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  is  to  pharmacists 
the  most  conspicuous  item  in  the  New  Year's  honours  list  (p.  37 
and  p.  47). 

The  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  at  the  meeting  of  the  London 
section,  had  four  papers  to  discuss.  Perhaps  of  greater  interest 
were  the  exhibits  of  chemicals  and  chemical  porcelain  and  glass- 
ware of  British  manufacture  (p.  53). 

The  "  salt  "  given  to  our  analytical  students  last  month  con- 
tained potash  alum,  zinc  phosphate,  and  ammonium  magnesium 
phosphate.  Dr.  Dobbin  gives  students  valuable  hints  in  regard  to 
the  qualitative  analysis  of  such  a  mixture.  Mr.  J.  T.  Bell  and 
Mr.  W.  J.  Hough  get  the  prizes  (p.  35). 

The  market  changes  of  the  week  include  4r7.  on  Howards'  quinine 
sulphate.  Hypophosphites  are  dearer;  caffeine  remains  at  a  famine 
price ;  hydroquinone,  cocaine,  emetine,  and  menthol  are  firmer ; 
formaldehyde  and  lanoline  are  easier,  but  Persian  opium  is  still  a 
rising  market.  Heavy  chemicals  generally  are  unchanged,  with 
great  uncertainty  as  to  obtaining  delivery  (p.  54). 

Sir  William  Ramsay  suggests  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
ensure  that  the  large  munitions  factories  are  available  after  the 
war  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  in  this  country  chemicals 
hitherto  obtained  from  Germany.  We  suggest  that  the  chemical 
manufacturers  might  form  a  defensive  committee  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  difficulties  with  which  the  trade  may  be  faced  on  the 
conclusion  of  hostilities  (p.  47). 


European  War. 

A  Year  Ago  To-day. 

(War  News  in  "  C.  &  D.,"  January  9,  1915.) 
We  dealt  editorially  with  the  effect  of  the  war  upon  the 
supply  of  fine  chemicals  and  with  the  trading  which  was 
being  carried  on  with  the  enemy  by  some  dealers  in  chemi- 
cals made  in  Germany.  The  notorious  case  of  the  Conti- 
nental Tyre  and  Rubber  Co.  (Great  Britain),  Ltd.,  was 
commented  on.  The  company,  although  German  owned,  it 
had  been  decided,  has  the  privileges  of  an  English  company. 
We  referred  to  a  pamphlet  by  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin,  in  which 
the  author  dealt  with  the  position  of  chemical-industry  in 
this  country.  Mr.  Wellcome' s  scheme  for  obtaining  improve- 
ments in  field  motor-ambulances  was  published  and  many 
other  interesting  items  connected  with  the  war  were  given. 

Pharmaceutical  Roll  of  Honour,

Mr.  L.  Worthington  Evans,  M.P.,  has  undertaken  the 
direction  of  a  new  Department,  with  the  title  of  Con- 
troller of  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Foreign 
Office,  which  is  located  at  Lancaster  House,  Pall  Mall, 
London,  S.W.  The  new  Department  has  been  set  up  to 
carry  out  the  policy  embodied  in  the  Trading  with  the 
Enemy  (Extension  of  Powers)  Act,  1915.  The  advice  and 
assistance  of  business  men  will  be  invited  through  the 
Chambers  of  Commerce  and  other  trade  organisations.  It 
is  recognised  that  the  success  of  the  office  will  depend  upon 
the  active  co-operation  of  the  business  community. 

Australian  Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act. 

The  High  Commissioner  for  Australia  has  received 
advice  from  the  Commonwealth  Government  to  the  effect 
that  a  Proclamation,  dated  December  8,  was  published  in 
the  Commonwealth  "  Gazette  "  of  December  11,  prohibiting 
the  importation,  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Minister 
for  Trade  and  Customs,  of — 

(«)  Goods  manufactured  or  produced  in  or  brought  directly  or 
indirectly  from  an  enemy  country. 

(6)  Goods  manufactured  or  produced  or  owned  by  or  purchased 
from  any  person  who  is  an  enemy  within  the  meaning  of  any 
proclamation  by  the  King  relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy. 

(c)  Goods  manufactured  or  produced  or  owned  by  or  purchased 
from  any  country  which  the  Attorney-General,  by  notice  published 
in  the  "  Gazette,"  declares  or  has  declared  to  be,  in  his  opinion, 
managed  or  controlled  directly  or  indirectly  by  or  under  the 
influence  of  or  carried  on  wholly  or  mainly  for  the  benefit  or  on 
behalf  of  persons  of  enemy  nationality  or  residence,  or  carrying 
on  business  in  an  enemy  country,  and 

(d)  Goods  upon  or  in  connection  with  which  there  is  used  a 
trade-mark,  the  proprietor  whereof  is  declared  by  the  Attorney- 
General,  by  notice  in  the  "Gazette,"  to  be,  in  his  opinion,  a 
subject  of  a  State  at  war  with  the  King  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Patents,  Trade-marks,  and  Designs  Act,  1914-1915.

Mr 
Duncan  then  told  him  of  the  incident  at  the  Front,  as  tlx 
result  of  which  he  was  given  a  commission.  It  appeared 
that  Mr.  Duncan  was  seen  bv  a  Staff  officer  instructing 
soldiers  in  the  art  of  handling  bomb  grenades,  and  foi 
us  services  he  was  given  a  commission.  As  a  second- 
lieutenant  he  was  sent  to  Boulogne  and  was  put  in  charge 
of  some  of  the  explosives  landed  there.

Exports  to  Switzerland. — The  Director  of  the  War 
Trade  Department  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  exporters 
to  the  fact  that  persons  who  have  already  lodged  applica- 
tions for  licences  to  export  to  Switzerland  which  have  not 
yet  been  granted  or  refused,  should  instruct  their  consignees 
to  procure  the  necessary  certificate  from  the  Societe  Suisse 
dc  Surveillance  Economique  at  Berne  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  S.S.S.),  and  should  forward  it  when  received  to 
the  War  Trade  Department,  quoting  in  the  case  of  each 
certificate  the  number  of  the  application  to  which  it  refers. 
Steps  are.  however,  being  taken  by  the  Foreign  Office  to 
procure  from  the  S.S.S.  with  the  least  possible  delay 
acceptance  certificates  in  respect  of  goods  for  which 
guarantees  have  been  furnished  in  the  usual  form  to  H.M. 
Legation  in  Berne,  but  for  which  licences  had  not  been 
either  granted  or  definitely  refused  before  December  20. 
In  the  case  of  licences  which  have  already  been  issued  and 
which  have  expired  before  shipment  lias  been  made,  it  will 
lie  necessary  for  exporters  to  return  the  expired  licence 
to  the  War  Trade  Department  and  to  make  a  fresh  appli- 
cation accompanied  by  S.S.S.  certificate.  Information  in 
regard  to  the  S.S.S.  can  be  obtained  at  the  London  Bureau 
of  the  Society,  which  is  at  7  Princes  Street,  Westminster.

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  January  11, 
on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  reports 
will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  January  22.  Each  report 
should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and 
should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this 
list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity 
should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential  constituents  of 
the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 


special  method  had  to  be  adopted  in  examining  this  'pre- 
cipitate. Students  who  recognised  this  necessity  adopted 
methods  varying  from  one  another  in  certain  particulars, 
but  all  depending  eventually  upon  the  separation  of  part 
of  the  phosphoric-acid  radical  as  ferric  phosphate.  In  pre- 
paring the  mixture,  the  quantities  of  the  ingredients  were 
so  arranged  that  it  contained  a  little  more  of  the  phos- 
phoric-acid radical  than  was  required  to  convert  the  whole 
of  the  aluminium  into  phosphate;  hence  in  the  systematic 
analysis  tha  original  ammonium  chloride  and  ammonia 
precipitate  should  have  contained,  as  phosphate,  all  the 
aluminium  and  part  of  the  magnesium,  while  it  should  have 
been  free  from  zinc  if  enough  ammonium  chloride  and  due 
excess  of  ammonia  were  added.  In  some  cases  the  latter 
conditions  do  not  appear  to  have  been  fulfilled,  with  the 
result  that  the  zinc  seems  to  have  been  included  mainly  or 
entirely  in  the  precipitate,  and,  as  was  very  likely  to 
happen,  to  have  been  lost  sight  of  in  the  subsequent  treat- 
ment of  it.  The  accompanying  tabular  arrangement  of 
some  analytical  facts  regarding  the  systematic  examination 
of  the  powder  for  the  metallic  radicals,  in  the  known  pre- 
sence of  a  phosphate,  shows,  so  far,  and  among  other  things, 
what  we  regard  as  the  simplest  procedure  that  could  be 
adopted  in  this  analysis.  We  commend  to  our  corre- 
spondents a  careful  studv  of  the  various  operations  men- 
tioned in  the  following  table,  with  a  view  to  their  mastering 
the  significance  and  the  results  of  each. 


Treatment  of  the  original  HC1  solution  of  the  powder  after  passing  H2S,  boiling  out  the  latter,  adding  a  few- 
drops  of  HNO3,  and  boiling  again  : 

NH4CI  added  in  moderate  quantity  and  NH4OH  added  in  distinct  excess  produced  a  white  precipitate. 

Precipitate :  After  thorough  washing,  was  dissolved  in  the  minimum  quantity  of 
dilute  HC1 ;  Na2C02  was  added  till  the  solution  was  almost  neutral,  the  formation 
of  a  permanent  precipitate  being  only  just  avoided:  then  large  excess  of  NH4Ac  and 
dilute  HAc  in  moderate  quantity  were  added,  and  the  mixture  was  gently  heated 
for  a  short  time.    A  white  precipitate  resulted. 


Precipitate:  After  thorough  washing, 
it  dissolved  completely  when  suspended 
in  water  and  treated  with  Na202, 
whereby  the  absence  of  Fe  was  proved. 
The  resulting  solution  was  colourless  and 
did  not  give  the  reactions  of  a  chromate, 
whereby  the  absence  of  Or  was  proved. 
When  tested  for  A1P04  this  was  found 
to  be  present.  A  small  quantity  of  the 
original  precipitate,  when  tested  for  Al 
by  the  test  referred  to  elsewhere  in  this 
report,  gave  a  most  distinct  positive 
1  esull  . 


Filtrate:  Was  found  to  contain  the 
PO4  radical :  therefore  it  could  not  con- 
tain more  than  traces  of  Al  or  Fe.  It 
might,  however,  contain  Ba  group 
metals  and  Mg,  therefore  it  had  to  ba 
submitted  to  the  usual  ferric-chloride 
treatment  to  eliminate  the  P04  radical. 
The  filtrate  from  the  ferric  phosphate 
and  acetate  gave  with  NH4C'l  and  excess 
of  NH4OH  a  very  slight  precipitate  of 
AIPO4,  and  the  filtrate  from  the  latter 
gave  the  reaction  for  Mg.  Several 
students  also  tested  this  filtrate  for  K, 
which  it  should  not  contain. 


Filtrate:  Was  found  to  lie 
free  from  the  P04  radical  : 
hence,  besides  metals  of  the 
Zn  and  alkali  groups,  for 
which  alone  it  would  have  re- 
quired to  be  tested  in  presence 
of  this  radical, it  had  to  be  tested 
for  metals  of  the  Ba  group 
and  for  Mg.  It  actually  con- 
tained Zn,  Mg,  and  K,  which 
were  easily  recognised  in  the 
routine  examination. 

Several  students  altogether 
omitted  to  examine  this 
filtrate,  whereby  they  failed  to 
detect  Zn  and,  in  some  cases, 
K.

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  fifty-seven 
students,  _  and  thirty-eight  reports  were  '  submitted  for 
examination.  In  every  case  the  presence  of  the  sulphuric - 
acid  radical  was  reported,  and  only  two  students  failed  to 
detect  the  phosphoric-acid  radical.  The  failures  In  the 
detection  of  the  metallic  radicals  were:  Aluminium,  10: 
zinc  24 ;  magnesium,  13:  potassium,  6 ;  ammonium,  5. 
tight  students  failed  to  report  the  abundant  evolution  of 
water  which  took  place  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a 
dry  test-tube. 

In  the  systematic  treatment  of  this  mixture  for  the 
detection  of  metallic  radicals,  the  precipitate  produced  when 
ammonium  chloride  and  excess  of  ammonia  were  added  as 
group-reagents  'Contained  the  phosphoric-acid  radical   so  a 


Those  students  who  made  deviations  from  this  general 
plan,  but  arrived  at  the  same  results,  may  find  it  of 
interest  to  compare  it  with  their  method,  and  those  who 
arrived  at  inaccurate  results  may  be  able  to  see  exactly 
where  their  procedure  was  not  correct. 

A  good  deal  of  uncertainty  frequently  exists  regarding 
the  presence  or  absence  of  aluminium.  The  difficulty  in 
this  connection  is  very  materially  diminished,  if  not  indeed 
altogether  removed,  by  applying  the  delicate  test  described 
by  Atack  in  the  "  Journal  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry,"  September  30.  1915.  p.  936.  The  reagent  em- 
ployed is  a  0.1-per-cent.  aqueous  solution  of  alizarin  (red)  S. 
One  c.c.  of  this  solution  is  added  to  about  5  c.c.  of  the 
neutral  or  acid  solution  (free  from  metals  of  Groups  I. 
and  II.)  which  is  to  be  tested  for  aluminium  ;  ammonia  is 
added  in  excess  (indicated  by  the  solution  assuming  a  purple 
colour)  :  the  liquid  is  boiled  for  a  few  seconds  and  is  then 
allowed  to  cool.  On  adding  to  the  cold  solution  excess  of 
dilute  acetic  acid,  a  red  coloration  or  a  red  precipitate 
remains  if  aluminium  was  present,  while  a  pale-yellow 
solution  results  in  the  absence  of  aluminium.  The  presence 
of  the  phosphoric-acid  radical  appears  to  be  immaterial. 
It  is  desirable  to  (practise  with  known  solutions  containing 
aluminium  in  various  proportions  before  applying  the  test 
to  unknown  solutions. 

Students  who  applied  the  ferrous-sulphate  and  sulphuric- 
acid   test   for   nitrates   will  be   interested  in  the  reply  to 

Senex  "  below.  The  large  number  who  failed  to  detect 
zinc  may  find  the  explanation  of  their  failure  in  one  or 
other  of  the  observations  regarding  zinc  in  the  foregoing. 
We  failed  to  obtain  any  evidence  of  the  presence  of  man- 
ganese or  of  calcium — metals  which  were  reported  by  some 
students  as  impurities,  and  by  others  as  main  constituents 
of  the  powder.

To  Correspondents. 
Chlorine,  Un  in  Tiuo,  and  Others. — Zinc  should  not  have  been 
present  in  the  original  precipitate  produced  on  adding'  ammonium 
chloride  and  excess  of  ammonia  if  these  reagents  were  added  in 
moderate  quantity  and  in  moderate  excess  respectively. 

Parvus. — More  information  should  have  been  given  regarding 
acid  radicals  :  proof  of  the  absence  of  several  important  radicals 
was  not  contained  in  your  report. 

Alkaloid. — In  the  present  analysis,  and.  generally,  when  iron- 
group  metals  are  present  along  witli  the  phosphoric-acid  radical, 
the  table  printed  in  the  foregoing  outlines  the  simplest  treat- 
ment to  adopt.  It  is  well  to  get  iron-group  phosphates  removed 
as  completely  as  possible  from  other  constituents  of  the  mixture 
before  proceeding  to  the  acetate  separation. 

Belladonna. — The  filtrate  from  group  3  should  have  been 
examined  not  only  for  alkali  metals,  but  also  for  metals  )f  the 
zinc  and  barium  groups  and  for  magnesium.  See  the  third  column 
of  the  accompanying  table. 

Senex. — Your  detection  of  a  trace  of  the  nitric-acid  radical  by 
means  of  Tingle's  test  led  to  some  interesting  observations.  We 
repeated  your  experiment  and  obtained,  as  you  did.  a  slight  but 
unmistakable  yellow  coloration.  The  usual  test  for  nitrates  by 
means  of  ferrous  sulphate  and  sulphuric  acid  was  then  applied 
with  great  care  to  solutions  containing  very  considerable  quanti- 
ties of  the  powder,  but  no  recognisable  reaction  could  be  obtained. 
Tingle's  test  was  next  applied  to  the  separate  ingredients  of  the 
mixture,  with  the  result  that  the  zinc  phosphate,  the  potassium 
alum,  and  the  ammonium  magnesium  phosphate  gave,  respectively, 
no  indication,  a  barely  recognisable  indication,  and  a  well-marked 
indication.    Finally,  dilute  sulphuric  acid  was  saturated  with  as 

much  of  the  ammonii  nagnesium  phosphate  as  it  would  take 

up.  anil  when  the  ferrous-sulphate,  etc.,  test  was  applied  to  this 
solution  a  faint  but  distinct  darkening  at  the  interface  could 
be  recognised. 

Nomen  and  Legume.— Preliminary  tests  did  not.  in  our  hands, 
give  any  indication  of  the  presence  of  manganese. 

Atom.— Note  that  chromic  hydroxide  dissolves  with  the  greatest 
readiness  in  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide;  the  solution,  however, 
unlike  th,.-  corresponding-  solution  of  aluminium  hydroxide,  is 
renrecipitated  on  boiling  for  some  time. 

Bennachie.— You  failed  to  find  any  metallic  radical  in  the 
original  phosphate  precipitate.  Probably  the  hydrochloric-acid 
solution  of  it  contained  too  much  of  this  strong  acid  when  you 
added  sodium  phosohate  and  acetate  with  a  view  to  precipitate 
iron-group  phosphates. 

Fuddler.— Contrary  to  what  you  report,  the  powder  did  not 
dissolve  entirely  when  warmed  with  solution  of  potassium  hvdrox- 
ule  :  a  portion  consisting-  of  magnesium  phosphate  or  hydroxide 
remained  undissolved.  Try  whether  or  not  the  supposed  pure 
peroxide  of  manganese  gives  off  chlorine  when  heated  with 
sulnnuric  acid  alone. 

RESUBTUM.— Tou  rejected,  unexamined,  the  filtrate  which  con- 
tained the  zinc,  the  potassium,  and  a  large  part  of  the  mag- 
nesium, and  you  tested  for  potassium  in  a  solution  from  which 
ii  oue-ht  to  have  been  (as  you  report  it  wasi  absent

Onyx. — It  is  not  quite  apparent  what  you  mean  when  you 
report  that  the  yellow  precipitate  of  silver  phosphate  was  "  almost 
soluble  in  hydrochloric  acid " ;  surely  the  yellow  colour  dis- 
appeared and  a  white  residue  of  silver  chloride  was  left. 

Xenophen.— You  appear  to  have  got  into  a  tangle  in  dealing 
with  the  phosphate  complication.  Study  the  separation  method  in 
any  good  modern  text-book  and  practise  upon  varied  simple  mix 
tures  until  the  manipulation  and  the  principles  are  both  mastered. 
The  table  printed  in  the  general  remarks  may  be  of  assistance  to 
you  now,  and  perhaps  more  so  later. 

G.  K.  W.— Organic  salts  are  not  excluded  from  these  exercises ; 
only  organic  bases. 

Yub-Dubs.— Your  report  in  many  places  conveys  little  informa- 
tion as  to  what  you  did.  It  is  useless  to  report  that  a  certain 
test  was  applied  for  a  certain  metal,  and  that  the  result  was 
"  negative,"  if  you  omit  to  state  what  the  test  was  applied  to— 
e.g.,  to  the  original  solid  or  to  a  solution,  and  if  the  latter,  how 
prepared— what  was  observed,  and  what  deduction  was  arrived  at. 
You  withhold  much  of  the  information  which  is  essential  to 
assessing  the  value  of  your  work  and  of  the  conclusions  you 
arrive  at. 

Spes.— Iron  must  have  found  its  way  into  your  solutions  in  the 
course  of  the  analysis,  as  the  powder  contained  no  more  than 
a  distinct  trace. 

Colombo.— You  appear  to  have  fallen  into  difficulties  in  dealin<* 
with  the  phosphate  complication.  The  precipitate  which  you 
supposed  to  be  calcium  citrate  was  really  calcium  phosphate

The  following  receive 
Knighthoods  : 

Mr.  Thomas  Beecham,  son  of  Sir  Joseph  Beecham.  Bart., 
of  St.  Helens.  He  has  won  a  reputation  as  a  musical  con- 
ductor and  promoter  of  opera. 

Mr.  George  Andreas  Berry,  M.B.,  LL.D..  Past  President 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Edinburgh.  He  has 
specialised  on  the  eye  and  published  a  treatise  on  diseases 
•of  the  eye. 

Mr.  Thos.  John  Hughes,  Chairman  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Commission  for  Wales. 

Mr.  Thos.  Wright  Parkinson,  M.D.,  an  authority  on 
cancer  and  tumour. 

Mr.  Milsom  Rees,  F.R.C.S.,  a  laryngologist. 

Mr.  Richard  A.  Robinson,  D.L.,  J.P.,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, was  Chairman  of  the  London  County  Council  in 
1908-9,  and  during  that  year  received  the  King  and  Queen 
(at  that  date  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales)  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  opening  of  the  new  tunnel  under  the  Thames  at 
Rotherhithe.

He  passed  the  Minor  examination  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  1872,  and  formerly  carried  on  busi- 
ness as  a  chemist,  as  Maiden  &  Co.,  in  Brampton  Road, 
London,  S.W.,  and  at  Tunbridge  Wells.  The  Brompton 
business  was  disposed  of  last  June,  and  on  December  31 
his  interest  in  the  Tunbridge  Wells  business  ceased.  Steps 
are  being  taken  to  dispose  of  the  third  pharmacy  which  he 
owned  in  King  Street,  St.  James's,  S.W.  Sir  Richard  was 
elected  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  June 
1905,  and  continued  in  office  until  January  9,  1907,  when  he 
resigned  owing  to  the  demands  upon  his  time  in  connection 
with  other  public  work.  His  family  and  relations  have 
been  settled  at  Whitby  for  many  years,  his  great-grand- 
father being  Comptroller  of  Customs  at  that  port  up  bo  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1777.  One  of  his  sons,  Captain 
Reginald  W.  Robinson,  was  killed  in  action  at  Gallipoli 
last  August.  Another  son,  Lieutenant  R.  A.  Robinson,  is  a 
barrister,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  chief  sanitary 
inspector  for  the  Middlesex  County  Council.

— The  deaths  from  poisoning  reported  since 
our  last  issue  were  due  to  hydrocyanic  acid,  chlorodyne, 
belladonna,  and  potassium  cyanide.  The  prussic  acid  was 
taken  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Pye,  chemist  and  druggist,  Burton, 
while  suffering  from  a  nervous  breakdown  (C  &■  D.,  Janu- 
ary 1,  ]i.  43).  The  chlorodyne  was  taken  in  overdose  by 
an  old  lady  at  Norwich  named  Perry,  who  had  suffered 
from  insomnia.  A  Liverpool  labourer  took  belladonna  lini- 
ment which  had  been  supplied  to  him  to  alleviate  the  pain 
of  cancer.  A  school-boy  at  Marham,  in  a  fit  of  temper, 
drank  some  solution  of  potassium  cyanide  which  was  kept 
in  a  greenhouse  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  wasps.  The 
jury  called  attention  to  the  risks  of  leaving  about  dangerous 
poisons  such  as  this.

Shop-hours  and  Wages 

At  the  annual  conference  of  the  National  Union  of 
Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen,  and  Clerks,  held  at  Dun- 
fermline on  January  1.  it  was  resolved  (1)  to  inaugurate 
a  campaign  to  limit  labour  in  shops  to  forty-eight  hours 
per  w  eek  ;  (2)  condemning  overtime  in  wholesale  establish- 
ments and  to  limit  payment  of  overtime;  (3)  to  secure  new 
minimum  rates  of  wages  in  Scotland  consequent  on  in- 
creased cost  of  living;  (4)  to  oppose  conscription. 

Edinburgh. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Sclater  has  succeeded  Mr.  J.  G.  Fraser  as 
representative  of  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co.,  Edinburgh,  on  the 
Scottish  East  Coast  journey. 

Mr.  James  Cooper,  dentist,  Edinburgh,  who  died  a  few 
days  ago  at  the  age  of  seventy-two,  claimed  to  have  been 
the  first  man  to  make  and  play  with  a  rubber-cored  golf- 
ball.  While  an  apprentice  dentist  he  made  the  ball  with 
the  aid  of  a  dental  vulcanising-machine. 

The  wife  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  tours  the  neighbouring 
country  in  a  motor  "pharmacy."  trading  with  the  villagers 
and  doing  good  business.  The  lady  drives  the  car.  and 
the  venture  has  become  a  complete  success,  incidentally 
benefiting  rural  districts  which  have  no  chemist. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

The  War  Dressings  Depot  has  issued  37,000  bandages. 
Mr.  J.  Shand,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  has  been  with 
Cockburn  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Rutherglen  Road,  has  been  appointed 
a  dispenser  in  the  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary  and  has  taken 
up  his  new  duties. 

Messrs.  A.  Macmillan  and  J.  H.  Murphy  are  the  retiring 
directors  of  the  Chemists'  Friendly  Society,  and  both  offer 
themselves  for  re-election.  The  trustees  and  manager  also 
fall  to  retire,  and  the  board  recommend  their  re-appoint- 
ment. 

An  amusing  suggestion  has  been  printed  in  the  "  Evening 
News,"  December  29,  that  aerated-water  manufacture  should 
be  stopped  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  so  that  the  lorrymen 
may  be  utilised  to  relieve  the  railway  and  dock  congestion. 
The  manufacturers,  chemists  and  druggists,  and  other 
dealers  are  up  in  arms  against  the  suggestion. 

Stirling. 

Saturday  was  held  as  New  Year's  holiday  in  Stirling, 
and  was  observed  with  drawn  blinds  by  all  the  "local  chemists 
except  two. 

The  Stirling  Co-operative  Drug  Department  windows  look 
particularly  well,  being  handsome  large  plate-glass.  The 
goods  are  well  displayed,  but  lack  the  essential  "  price- 
tickets." 

Messrs.  Duneanson,  Hogg,  and  Walker  have  been  elected 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  as  their  representatives 
on  the  Pharmaceutical  Sub-Committee  of  Stirling  Burgh 
Insurance  Committee.  Drs.  McFayden,  Vost,  and  McFar- 
lane  are  the  medical  representatives. 


Argentine  Exports.— During  the  first  ten  months  of  1915 
the  exports  of  linseed  from  the  Argentine  were  890,011  tons, 
an  increase  of  99,929  tons  against  the  same  period  of  1914;' 
144.199  tons  of  quebracho-logs  were  shipped,  against 
268.968  tons;  and  93,985  tons  quebracho-extract,  against 
69,329  tons  in  1914  (1  ton  of  quebracho-logs  is  worth  $30 
paper,  f.o.b.,  and  1  ton  of  extract  $180  to  $190  gold). 
Germany  was  the  principal  market  for  quebracho,  but  since 
the  war  the  United  Kingdom  has  taken  large  quantities — 
e.g.,  40,000  bags  extract  arrived  in  Liverpool  last  week. 
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Italian  News. 


Promoting  Chemical  Industry. — A  Congress  ot  Chemistry 
and  Pharmacology  has  been  held  at  Rome  at  the  instance  of 
Signor  Cavascia,  one  of  the  Government  Ministers.  Accord- 
ing to  a  report  presented  to  the  Minister  by  Signor 
Ciamicien  the  Congress  had  under  particular  discussion  the 
problems  of  the  national  production  of  medicinal  chemicals, 
dyestuffs,  and  tanning-extracts,  which  problems,  it  is  held, 
the  national. industry  should  be  able  to  solve  satisfactorily 
as  there  are  no  deficiencies  in  the  home  resources  which 
would  prevent  the  adoption  of  these  scopes  of  activity. 
Among  recent  developments  is  the  establishment  at  Genoa 
of  the  Stabilimenti  di  Rumianea  Ing.  A.  Vitale,  with  a 
share  capital  of  100,000/.,  to  erect  a  soda-factory  which  will 
be  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Italy. 

The  Aspirin  Question. — The  Italian  newspapers  claim 
that  the  native  pharmaceutical  firms  have  succeeded  in 
manufacturing  many  products  which  were  obtained  from 
Germany  prior  to  the  war,  and  that  new  successes  in  this 
direction  are  frequently  being  realised.  Some  surprise, 
however,  has  just  been  caused  by  the  issue  of  a  circular  at 
Milan,  signed  with  a  foreign  name,  offering  to  supply  to 
pharmacists  aspirin  obviously  of  German  origin,  'and 
giving  a  warning  against  similar  products  on  the  market 
which  are  declared  to  be  adulterated  or  to  be  composed 
of  sodium  salicylate.  The  circular  has  aroused  the  anger 
of  a  Milan  newspaper,  which  states  that  everyone  will 
understand  that  this  competition,  based  upon  slander- 
ing Italian  products  and  favouring  a  German  article,  is 
very  inappropriate,  and  that  none  better  than  the  phar- 
macists themselves  are  able  to  form  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  aspirin  is  genuine,  but  that  a  generalisation  could 
not  be  made,  as  is  sought  by  the  circular,  against  the  whole 
of  the  Italian  production.  On  th©  other  hand,  it  is 
reported  that  an  Italian  chemist  has  been  arrested  for 
disposing  of  sulphate  of  magnesia  as  aspirin,  and  among 
the  denunciations  made  against  the  supplies  appear  the 
names  of  pharmacists  at  Nice,  Marseilles,  San  Remo.  etc. 
The  mention  of  Marseilles  recalls  the  fact  that  the  adultera- 
tions recently  announced  from  France  were  asserted  to  have 
been  traced  to  deliveries  received  from  that  port.

The  Union. 

October  Imports  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  apothecaries' 
wares  into  the  Union  were  valued  at  108.127/.,  against 
73,885/.  for  October  1914 ;  and  for  the  ten  months  ended 
October  31,  1915.  the  imports  were  899.895/.,  against 
717,876/.  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1914.  Medi- 
cinal preparations  were  imported  in  October  to  the  value 
of  11,650/.,  against  7.829/.  in  October  1914.  Glycerin 
imports  in  October  for  manufacturing-purposes  were 
648.957  lb.,  against  600,933  lb.  in  1914. 

Cape  Province. 

Pharmacy  Bill.— The  Pharmaceutical  Society  met  on 
December  15  to  discuss  the  draft  Pharmacy  Bill,  which, 
however,  has  not  yet  been  made  public.  It  is  expected 
that  the  text  of  the  Bill  will  be  published  soon  in  the 
"  Gazette." 

Farewell  Dinner.— The  staff  of  Ileynes,  Mathew.  Ltd., 
gave  a  farewell  social  evening  to  Mr.  H.  S.  Pollexfen,  who 
is  leaving  after  fourteen  years  as  manager.  The  managing 
director,  Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew,  who  presided,  made  presenta- 
tions to  Mr.   Pollexfen.   who  replied.

"  Forethought  is  a  virtue  and  a  money-maker."  How 
many  thousands  of  chemists  recognise  that  fact  to-day, 
probably  more  so  in  the  Colonies  than  in  England?  Never 
did  you  make  a  truer  comment,  writes  our  Cape  Town 
correspondent.  Not  only  would  the  buyers  of  twelve 
months  ago  have  been  able  to  meet  competition,  but  in  all 
probability  would  have  made  handsome  profits.  Fven 
now.  I  should  say.  it  would  be  well  to  buy  stock,  for  it 
hardly  seems  possible  or  likely  that  prices  will  ease  off 
for  some  months  to  come.    Our'  next  shortage  out  here  will 


probably  be  patent  and  proprietary  medicines,  owing  to 
the  export  prohibitions  in  force  in  England.  Even  when 
that  prohibition  extends  for  only  two  or  three  weeks  in 
England,  it  makes  an  enormous  difference  out  here,  as 
shipments  become  dislocated,  and  consequently  supplies  are 
irregular.  The  S.A.  Contingent  for  German  East  Africa 
is  now  practically  up  to  full  strength,  and  it  will  proceed 
to  German  East  Africa  early  in  January.

Fiji. 

The  Sale  of  Drugs  Ordinance  mentioned  in  the  C.  <fc  D., 
January  1.  p.  40,  has  been  referred  to  a  Select  Committee. 
The  sale  of  medicines  in  Fiji  is  controlled  by  quite  a  series 
of  Ordinances.  No.  32  of  1877  includes  Section  13,  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  Tlie  Chief  Medical  Officer  may,  on  the  application  of  any  holder 
of  any  store  licence  residing  in  the  country  (i.e.,  nut  in  Suva  or 
Levuka),  issue  to  the  applicant  permission  to  retail  such  articles 
as  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  may  think  fit.  and  the  permission 
aforesaid  shall  not  in  any  ease  lie  for  more  than  six  months,  hut 
may  be  renewed.  But  except  in  cases  when  such  permission  shall 
have  been  granted  no  storekeeper  shall  sell  any  article  of  medicine 
of  the  kind  and  in  the  form  that  such  article  is  ordinarily 
prepared  for  medicinal  usage." 

A  previous  Ordinance  of  1876  provided  for  the  registration 
of  medical  practitioners  and  apothecaries  and  pharma- 
ceutists. This  was  repealed  in  1881  by  an  Ordinance  which 
provided  for  the  keeping  of  a  register  of  medical  practi- 
tioners, apothecaries,  and  pharmaceutists,  and  also  laid 
some  restrictions  upon  the  sale  of  poisonous  medicines,  as 
distinct  from  the  medicines  of  the  Ordinance  of  1877. 
Ordinance  No.  5  of  1892  repealed  Sections  5  and  6  of  the 
Ordinance  of  1881,  and  provided  that  any  prescription  con- 
taining any  of  the  poisons  mentioned  in  that  Ordinance 
shall  lie  copied  and  the  copy  be  available  for  inspection. 
Ordinance  23  of  1909  repealed  Section  3  of  Ordinance  of 
1881.  and  provided  for  the  recognition  of  any  accepted 
British  or  Colonial  certificate  as  scheduled  in  1913  and 
imposed  a  penalty  on  any  pharmacist  prescribing  medicines 
or  performing  any  surgical  operation.  No.  17  of  1910  again 
repeals  Sections  5  and  6  of  the  1881  Ordinance,  which  had 
already  been  repealed  by  No.  5  of  1892,  and  substitutes  a 
poison  Ordinance  of  fourteen  sections.  The  various 
Ordinances  clearly  distinguish  the  sale  of  medicines  from 
the  sale  of  poisonous  medicines.  A  Shops  Closing  Act  is  in 
force,  giving  chemists  the  right  to  open  and  conduct  busi- 
ness apart  from  the  restrictions  on  storekeepers,  and  the 
li  cal  chemist  is  satisfied  that  this  gives  him  a  right  to  sell 
any  medicines  whether  they  are  poisons  or  prescriptions 
to  be  dispensed.  The  chemist's  licence  is  not  solely  for 
dispensing  medicines  and  selling  poisons,  but  for  tie1  supply 
of  any  medicines  or  drugs. 

New  South  Wales. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Carroll  has  resigned  his  position  on  the  Phar- 
macy Board  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  owing  to  ill- 
health. 

Labelling  Koko. — The  Pharmacy  Board  on  November  9 
discussed  the  question  whether  the  expression  "  can- 
tharides  "  in  the  Poison  Schedule  includes  cantharidin, 
and  whether  "koko"  came  within  the  definition  of  "pre- 
paration of  cantharides."  (See  C.  &  D.,  December  4. 
p.  54.)  It  was  eventually  decided  to  obtain  the  opinion  on 
this  matter  of  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown 

Naturalised  Germans. — The  inquiry  in  Parliament  con- 
cerning citizens  of  German  origin  did  not  overlook  Mr.  A. 
Forster,  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board.  In  reply  to 
questions  in  Parliament  the  Colonial  Secretary  stated  that 
Mr.  Burster  was  born  in  Hanover ;  he  left  there  in  1873, 
and  had  since  resided  in  British  Possessions.  He  arrived  in 
New  South  Wales  in  1891,  was  naturalised  on  March  4, 
1896.  He  married  an  Englishwoman,  and  his  children  are 
British-born  and  married  to  British  subjects.  None  of  his 
children  or  grandchildren  understand  any  other  language 
than  English.  Mr.  Forster  is  paid  by  the  Pharmacy  Board 
out  of  its  own  revenues,  and  is  therefore  not  employed  in 
the  public  service. 

Victoria. 

William  Wrigley  (Junior)  Co.  Pty.,  Ltd..  has  been 
registered  with  a  canital  of  10,000/.,  in  1/.  shares,  to  acquire 
from  William  Wrigley  (Junior)  Co.,  U.S.A.,  machinery  and 
plant  used  in  the  manufacture  of  chewing-gums,  etc. 
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German  News. 


Fat  from  Sewers. — The  special  correspondent  of  the 
"  Newcastle  Daily  Chronicle  "  writes  about  the  extraction 
of  fat  from  sewer-water,  for  which  Berckhold,  of  Frank- 
loir,  has  been  awarded  a  gold  medal.  He  has  erected 
factories  at  Elberfeld  and  Frankfort  for  extracting  the  fat 
and  transforming  it  into  margarine.  Lit  is  more  than  a 
year  ago  since  it  was  reported  in  the  C.  if'  D.  that  fat  was 
being  extracted"- from  sewage  in  Germany.] 

Dr.  Georg  Grubler,  the  well-known  physiological 
chemist,  died  in  Jena  on  November  7.  Originally  Grubler 
studied  pharmacy,  but  he  soon  devoted  himself  exclusively 
to  physiological  chemistry,  and  became  known  on  account 
of  his  researches  on  albumen.  In  1880  he  founded  a  labora- 
tory at  Leipzig,  where  he  devoted  himself  to  physiological 
and  bacteriological  researches.  His  bacteriological  stains 
became  known  all  over  the  world.  In  1897  Grubler  removed 
to  Dresden,  intending  to  retire  from  his  life-work:  but  he 
could  not  leave  physiological  chemistry  alone,  and  in  later 
years  succeeded  in  obtaining  pure  trypsin,  pepsin,  and 
steapsin. 

German  Independence.— In  an  address  to  the  Bremen 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  December  28,  Alfred  Lohmann, 
the  President,  spoke  about  Germany's  independence  of 
imports,  stating  that  the  sea  blockade  had  stimulated  in- 
dustrial activity.  Saltpetre  is  now  exclusively  produced 
in  Germany  from  the  air,  and  by  the  spring  there  will  be 
enough  to  satisfy  even  agricultural  requirements,  while  if 
the  war  lasts  longer  the  factories  will  be  able  to  export 
nitrogen  products  made  from  the  air.  He  also  mentioned 
that  camphor  is  now  produced  in  Germany  of  better 
quality  than  natural  camphor  from  Japan  and  the  synthetic 
product  made  from  oil  of  turpentine. 

Two  Jubilees  are  referred  to  in  the  German  pharma- 
ceutical papers.'  Fifty  years  ago  A.  Kekule  propounded 
the  benzene  theory,  and  devised  the  ring  formula  of  benzol ; 
and  twenty-live  years  ago  E.  von  Beliring  laid  the  base 
of  serum-therapeutics.  The  first  publication  about  the 
structure  of  benzene  appeared  in  the  French  periodical  the 
"  Bulletin  do  la  Societe  Chimique  de  Paris,"  Januarv  21, 
1865.  A  year  afterwards  (February  6,  1866)  a  more  exten- 
sive publication  on  this  subject  'appeared  in  "  Liebig's 
Annalen  der  ( 'hemic."  G.  Colin,  who  writes  on  this  sub- 
ject in  the  "  Pharmazeutische  Zentralhalle  "  of  Decem- 
ber 16,  refers  to  the  Kekule  festival  held  in  1890,  on 
which  occasion  representatives  of  all  European  countries 
were  present  to  do  honour  to  the  discoverer  of  the  theory 
which  bad  such  an  immense  influence  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  organic  chemistry.  E.  von  Behring  published 
his  first  communications  about  serum-therapeutics  in 
the  "  Deutsche  Medizinische  Wochenschrift."  December  4 
1890.  The  public  in  general  can  better  realise  how  much 
humanity  is  indebted  to  Von  Behring  for  his  experiments 
on  natural  and  artificial  immunisation  than  it  can 
judge  the  merits  of  Kekule's  theory.  Both  of  these  dis- 
coveries however,  have  been  of  the  highest  importance 
lyviien  Kekule  made  his  discoverv  he  was  a  lecturer  in 
chemistry  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  and  the  idea 
came  to  him  when  journeying  home  on  a  London  'bus  — 
Editor  C.  &  D.] 

Pharmaceutical  Business.— The  "  Berliner  Ta°-eblatt  " 
reporting  on  the  year  1915,  states  that  although  there  had 
been  an  extensive  and  urgent  demand  for  drugs  during  the 
whole  year,  and  business  in  toilet  preparations  was  also 
comparatively  good,  the  German  pharmaceutical  industry 
has  suttered  considerable  loss,  as  it  was  not  possible  to  add 
the  greatly  increased  cost  of  nrodu-tion  to  selling-prices  and 
because  export  business,  which  had  been  carried  on  at  profit- 
able prices,  almost  came  to  a  standstill;  even  business 
with  neutral  countries  also  left  much  to  be  desired 
Medicinal-plant  crops  were  not  unfavourable  on  the  whole' 
but  the  high  wages  considerably  increased  the  cost  of 
harvesting,  so  that  higher  prices  had  to  be  reckoned  with 
while  Italy  Russia,  and  North  America  did  not  send  their 
usual  supplies.  Great  hope  was  set  upon  the  development 
of  business  in  the  Near  East,  especially  as  the  East  and 
the  Balkan  countries  had  always  been  good  buyers  of 
pharmaceutical  and  chemical  products  and  drugs,  and  were 
also  important  sources  of  supply  of  medicinal  plants 
Uerman  materia  mcdica  was  enriched  during  the  year  to  an 
exceptionally  great  extent  by  the  introduction  of  many  new 
and  good  remedies,  and  there  was  a  regular  demand  by 
pharmacists,  although  prices  were  dearer.  All  factories  are 
very  busy  on  orders  for  the  allied  Central  Powers.  "  It  is 
quite  out  of  the  question."   adds  the  "  Tageblatt."  "that 


scarcity  of  any  joharmaceutical  products  whatsoever  can 
arise.  We  even  have  plentiful  supplies  of  those  products 
from  the  countries  which  are  closed  to  us  at  present  or  not 
within  easy  reach." 

Synthetic  Rubber. — Professor  Dr.  Memmler,  Berlin,  is 
stated  to  have  discovered  a  new  method  for  th©  synthetic 
manufacture  of  rubber.  Motor-tyres  have,  it  is  stated, 
already  been  made  of  this  iiroduct,  and  are  quite  satis- 
factory. The  "  Vossische  Zeitung  "  remarks  with  regard 
to  this  communication :  Experiments  for  making  synthetic 
caoutchouc  were  first  made  so  long  ago  as  forty  years. 
Bouchardat  in  1860  showed  that  the  carbohydrate  isoprene 
can,  under  special  circumstances,  be  changed  into  a  sub- 
stance that  resembles  caoutchouc.  In  1909  the  Elberfeld 
chemist.  Dr.  Fritz  Hoffmann,  succeeded  in  obtaining  from 
pure  isoprene  and  other  similar  carbohydrates  a  colourless 
elastic  product,  which  in  its  chemical  properties  resembles 
caoutchouc.  The  difficulty,  however,  was  to  obtain  isoprene 
in  huge  quantities.  Dr.  Hoffmann  and  his  collaborator, 
Conselle.  choosing  coal-tar  as  the  raw  material  for  the 
preparation  of  pure  isoprene,  tried  fifty  methods,  of  which 
only  one  appeared  to  be  of  any  practical  use.  Using  para- 
cresol  as  the  raw  material,  the  discoverers  succeeded  in 
obtaining,  in  March  1909,  some  litres  of  pure  synthetic  iso- 
prene. The  method  they  followed  was  rather  complicated, 
however,  and  simpler  methods  of  manufacture  were  sought 
for.  In  1910  1  kilo,  of  pure  isoprene  cost  1,000m.  to  pro- 
duce. At  the  same  time  experiments  were  made  as  to  the 
best  method  for  converting  isoprene  into  caoutchouc. 
Harries  showed  that  the  presence  of  small  quantities  cf 
metallic  sodium  during  the  heating  of  isoprene  and 
similar  carbohydrates  made  the  rubber  more  resistant  to 
chemical  agents.  Particulars  about  the  new  discovery  by 
Hoffmann  have  not  yet  been  published. 


Austrian  News. 


Methyl-alcohol  Poisoning. — Sixty-five  persons  have  died 
in  Hungary  in  consequence  of  drinking  spirit  containing 
methyl  alcohol.  Eighteen  other  persons  are  seriously  ill 
at  Budapest  from  the  same  cause. 

Scarcity  of  Cottcn-wool. — According  to  a  decree  of  the 
Minister  of  the  Home  Department,  the  strictest  economy 
must  be  practised  in  the  use  of  cotton-wool.  In  all  cases 
where  possible  cotton-wool  should  be  substituted  by  cellu- 
lose, the  raw  material  for  which  is  obtainable  in  plenty. 

Women  University  Students.- -The  women  students  of 
the  Budapest  University  have  sent  a  request  to  the  Govern- 
ment asking  for  the  equalisation  of  the  conditions  upon 
which  men  and  women  are  admitted  to  the  University.  At 
present  the  admission  of  women  depends  on  special  per- 
mission obtained  from  the  Minister  of  Instruction. 

The  Price  of  Lard. — Maximum  wholesale  prices  for  lard 
have  been  fixed  by  th©  Austrian  Home  Department  at 
721k r.  per  100  kilos,  in  the  period  from  December  16. 
1915.  to  January  15,  1916.  at  ~670kr.  per  100  kilos,  from 
January  16  to  February  15,  at  618kr.  per  100  kilos,  from 
February  16  to  March  15,  and  at  567kr.  beginning  with 
March  16. 

Sir  William  Ramsay,  who  on  the  occasion  of  a  visit  to 
Vienna  was  elected  a  corresponding  member  of  the 
"  Oesterreichischer  Ingenieur  und  Architektenverein,"  has 
been  removed  from  the  list  of  corresponding  members  on 
account  of  his  candid  remarks  on  Germany  and  German 
science.  Sir  William  Ramsay  is  still  an  honorary  member 
of  the  "  Deutsche  Chemische  Gesellschaft." 

"Pharmacy  and  the  War"  is  the  title  of  a  pamphlet 
containing  a  series  of  documents  regarding  the  influence  of 
the  war  upon  pharmacy.  It  is  illustrated  with  many 
•photoffraphs,  letters,  etc.  The  author  is  Dr.  Hans  Heger, 
the  editor  of  the  "  Pharmaceutische  Post  "  and  Secretary 
of  the  "  Oesterreichische  Pharmazeutische  Hilfsstelle."  Dr. 
Heger  intends  to  devote  the  profit  from  the  sale  of  this 
booklet  of  more  than  ICO  pages  to  the  relief  fund  for  the 
dependants  of  pharmacists  in  military  service. 

Commandeering  Metals  from  Pharmacies. — With  regard 
to  (he  commandeering  of  metals  in  Austria,  the  "  Allge- 
mein?  Oesterreichische  Apotheker  Verein  "  called  the 
attention  of  the  Government  to  the  fact  that  many  metal- 
apparatus  used  in  pharmacies  cannot  be  dispensed  with. 
In  answer  to  this  request,  the  Central  Commandeering  Com- 
mittee has  replied  that  the  measure  does  not  include 
apparatus  for  distillation,  percolation,  and  extraction,  but 
is  only  applicable  to  metal  mortars,  in  place  of  which 
porcelain  mortars  can  be  used,  and  metal  pans,  which 
can  be  replaced  by  vessels  of  enamelled  iron.

Reassembling  of  Parliament. 
Both  branches  of  the  Legislature  reassembled  on  Tues- 
day, and  on  the  following  day  the  Prime  Minister  intro- 
duced his  much-anticipated  Military  Service  (No.  2)  Bill, 
which  was  debated  with  much  vigour  on  that  day  and 
Thursday.  Sir  John  Simon  has  resigned  the  "Home 
Secretaryship. 

The  Bayer  Co.,  Ltd. 
Sir  John  Lonsdale  put  a  question  to  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  on  January  6  regarding  this  company. 
He  asks  if  the  President  is  aware  that  this  company  has  a 
capital  of  100.0002.,  consisting  of  10,000  shares  of  102.  each, 
of  which  9,912  shares  are  held  by  Farbenfabriken  vorm.

Before  the  war  the  com- 
pany -accepted  a  tender  for  the  erection  of  new  warehouses 


in  Manchester  for  33,8452.,  and  after  the  acceptance  of  the 
tender  the  company  wished  to  postpone  building,  but  the 
contractor  issued  a  writ  to  compel  them  to  proceed.  The 
contract  for  the  building  was  signed  on  November  2,  and 
a  payment  made  to  the  contractor  in  respect  of  the  in- 
creased cost  of  the  materials  arising  through  the  delay. 
The  contractor  does  not  now  wish  to  proceed  with  the 
contract.,  but  the  company  wish  to  have  the  building  com- 
pleted, as  they  are  under  notice  to  le_ave  the  premises  now 
occupied  by  them.  He  would  consider  whether  the  case 
was  one  in  which  it  is  desirable  that  steps  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  the  completion  of  the  contract. 

Sir  John  Lonsdale :  Are  you  aware  that  the  German 
undertaking  controlling  this  firm  is  now  using  all  its 
energies  for  the  manufacture  of  poison  gas  and  high- 
explosives  in  Germany  ?

Farnham,  Surrey,  on  Decem- 
ber 27,  Mr.  George  Oliver,  M.D.,  aged  seventy-four.  Dr. 
Oliver,  in  conjunction  with  Professor  Sir  Edward  Schafer, 
discovered  the  functions  of  the  suprarenal  bodies.  He  was 
the  author  of  various  works  on  blood-pressure  and  clinical 
subjects,  and  was  a  contributor  to  the  "  Journal  of  Phy- 
siology "   and   other    journals  on  the  physiology    of  the

ductless  glands  and  the  circulation.  In  1894  he  was 
appointed  the  first  Oliver-Sharpey  lecturer,  a  chair  which 
he  himself  founded,  at  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  in 
memory  of  his  old  teacher,  Professor  Sharpey.  He  for- 
merly lived  at  Harrogate. 

Shields.— At  294  West  Princes  Street,  Glasgow,  on 
December  28,  Mr.  Thomas  Shields,  of  Thomas  Shields  &

Killed  In  Action. 

Sim. — Killed  by  a  shell  in  France,  on  December  24,  Mr. 
George  Sim,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  twenty-nine.  Mr. 
Sim  was  a  son  of  Treasurer 
Sim,  North  Berwick,  and  was 
educated  at  the  High  School 
in  that  town.  He  was  appren- 
ticed in  1902  to  Provost  Alac- 
intyre,  of  North  Berwick, 
and  after  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  apprenticeship 
remained  as  assistant  for 
another  year.  He  passed  the 
Minor  examination  in  Sep- 
tember 1908,  and  shortly  after- 
wards obtained  a  position  with 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.  In 
February  1913  he  joined  the 
London  staff  of  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.,  and  relin- 
quished this  in  September 
1914  in  order  to  join  the 
Empire  Battalion  of  the  Royal 
Fusiliers.    He  was  a  man  of 

bright  and  genial  disposition,  and  was  much  esteemed  by 
all  his  colleagues. 

Thompson. — Lieutenant  Albert  Martin  Thompson,  of  the 
14th  Royal  Fusiliers,  younger  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Albert 
Thompson,  for  many  years  general  manager  of  Boots,  Ltd., 
Nottingham,  was  killed  in  action  in  France  on  Decem- 
ber 20-21.  During  the  night  his  company  ("D")  was  en- 
gaged in  a  severe  conflict  with  the  enemy,  and  early  in 
the  attack,  he  was  wounded  in  the  leg;  but  disregarding 
this  hurt  he  fought  on  and  had  actually  reached  the  parapet 
of  a  German  trench  when  he  was  fatally  hit  by  a  bullet, 
Lieutenant  Thompson  held  a  responsible  position  with 
Boots.  Ltd.,  until  he  enlisted  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
and  he  was  gazetted  to  a  commission  in  the  City  Royal 
Fusiliers  (London)  on  December  18,  1914.  He  was  held  in 
the  highest  esteem  by  his  colleagues  at  Boots,  and  was  a 
well-known  athlete.  He  was  also  highly  respected  by  his 
men  and  greatly  loved  by  his  brother  officers.  His  elder 
brother.  Air.  W.  A.  Thompson,  chemist  and  druggist  (also 
of  Boots'  staff),  is  a.  lieutenant  in  the  Robin  Hoods. 

White.— Private  Clifford  Oakes  White,  Horbury.  aged 
twenty-eight,  who  is  reported  to  have  been  killed  in  action, 
was  employed  at  Taylor's  Drug  Stores,  WTakefield,  before 
enlisting  in  September  1914. 

Willox. — In  France,  on  December  19.  from  shell-fire. 
Private  John  Charles  Willox.  of  the  1st  Gordons,  aged 
twenty-two.  Mr.  Willox  was  a  native  of  Portknoekie.  Banff, 
and  serve!  his  apprenticeship^  in  that  district,  passing  the 
Minor  examination  in  April  1914. 

Died  on  Active  Service. 

Penrose. — Private  Samuel  Penrose,  of  the  l-5th  West 
Yorkshire  Regiment,  who  before  his  enlistment  was  with 
Raimes  &  Co..  wholesale  druggists.  York,  has  died  in 
France  from  the  effects  of  gas-poisoning. 

Grenada  Spices. — A  Colonial  Office  report  on  the  trade  of 
Grenada  (Windward  Islands)  for  1914  states  that  the  cultiva- 
tion of  spices  is  confined  almost  entirely  to  nutmegs,  with 
its  derivative  mace.  The  cultivation  of  nutmegs  is  not 
increasing,  and  has  remained  stationary  for  many  years 
owing  to  the  decline  in   prices.    Mace  has  of  late  years 

C  ma  tided  a  relatively  favourable  price,  and  has  had  the 

effect  of  making  nutmegs  a  profitable  crop.  Although  the 
area  devoted  to  cultivation  has  not  been  extended,  the 
output  of  the  island  has  steadily  increased  during  the  past 
ten  years,  and  has  just  doubled  during  the  decade.  This  is 
due 'to  the  fact  that  the  crop  of  a  nutmeg-tree  tends  to 
increase  steadily  with  its  age.  The  produce  for  the  season 
covering  the  report  was  1.372.900  lb.,  while  four  years  ago 
it  was  909,300  lb.

Ancient  and  Modern 
Medicines. 


TEMPTED  no  doubt  by  the  recent  bicentenary  cele- 
bration, a  representative  of  "The  Observer"  inter- 
viewed Mr.  Frederick  J.  Hanbury,  vice-chairman  of 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  on  New  Year's  Day,  with  the 
following  result,  which  we  cull  from  our  contemporary's 
issue  of  January  2  : 

There  is  to-day  (said  Mr.  Hanbury)  an  enormously  larger 
number  of  drugs  in  use  than  there  was  two  hundred  years 
ago ;  and,  of  course,  a  great  many  of  the  old-fashioned 
drugs  that  were  found  in  the  earlier  Pharmacopoeias  have 

entirely  gone  out  of  use. 
Practically  all  the  modern 
drugs  of  the  synthetic 
type,  like  antipyrin  and 
aspirin,  are  of  German 
origin,  the  manufacture  of 
which  is  being  taken  up 
in  this  country  by  our- 
selves and  others.  The 
tendency  in  their  use  has 
been  to  drive  out  some  of 
the  old-fashioned  drugs. 
Many  of  these  new  drugs, 
however,  are  little  more 
than  a  passing  phase,  and 
practitioners,  after  trying 
them,  often  partially 
revert  to  the  older 
remedies. 

Twenty  or  thirty  years 
ago,  if  we  had  been  asked 
what  articles  were  in  most 
demand,  we  should  have 
said  sarsaparilla  and 
cod-liver  oil.  The  vogue  of  the  latter  remains,  but 
sarsaparilla  is  now  comparatively  little  used.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  last  century  the  sale  of  leeches  was  one 
of  the  most  important.  Doctors  bled  their  patients  for 
every  imaginable  ailment.  To-day  all  that  we  can  say  of 
leeches  is  that  we  just  keep  them.  They  are  chiefly  used 
now,  when  they  are  used  at  all,  for  local  inflammations, 
principally  of  the  eye.  One  of  the  drugs  that  has  been 
popular  throughout  tho  centuries  is  castor  oil.  It  is  as 
useful  to-day  as  it  was  two  hundred  years  ago.  [Here  Mr. 
Hanbury  quoted  Joseph  Gurney  Bovan's  statement  about 
castor  oil  in  1777,  as  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  December  25. 
p.  53.] 

One  of  the  greatest  changes  in  tho  past  two  hundred  years 
is  thatin  prescriptions.  Formerly  it  was  the  custom  .for  a 
huge  list  of  ingredients  to  be  given,  whereas  to-day  the 
prescription  is  comparatively  simple  and  very  often  no  more 
than  a  liri3.  The  change  in  prices  is  also  remarkable.  Two 
hundred  years  ago  apothecaries'  bills  were  very  high.  1 
have  seen  one  of  these  old  bills  in  which  throe  boluses  in 


iln.  Corn-flics  Hanboby,  M.R.C'.S. 
(1849),  L.S.A.  (1850),  M.P.S. 


one  day  were  charged  four-and-six  each.  These  high  prices 
are  explained  by  the  fact  that  many  of  the  old  apothecaries 
acted  as  presoribers  as  well  as  dispensers,  and  their  fee 
included  both  advice  and  medicine.  The  apothecaries  were 
linally  confirmed  in  the  right  to  prescribe  as  well_  as  dis- 
pense; but  at  a  later  period  the  sale  of  drugs  came  into  the 
hands  of  the  pharmacists,  who  dispensed  and  prepared  them 
only,  but  did  not  prescribe. 

"  The  Observer"  then  deals  with  the  history  of  the  firm, 
and  mentions  those  who  have  been  at  its  head.  In  this 
connection  it  is  mentioned  that  "one  of  the  drugs  that 
Daniel  Hanbury  investigated  was  agar-agar,  now  men- 
tioned for  the  first  time  in  the  new  Post  Office  Directory. 
He  traced  it  to  its  true  botanical  source  as  a  Japanese 
seaweed,  besides  describing  it  more  fully  than  it  had  been 
described  before.  It  used  to  be  called  Japanese  isinglass. 
Of  late  years,  Mr.  Hanbury  said,  it  has  come  into  yery 
considerable  use  as  an  aperient,  its  action  being  entirely 
mechanical."  Reference  is  also  made  in  the  article  to 
the  venerable  head  of  the  business,  Mr.  Cornelius  Han- 
bury, whose  portrait  we  give  above.

Dog  and  Cat  Poisoning. 

By  Cornelius  Bayley,  Uppingham  (illustrated  by  Felix  C.  Bayley). 

PLEASE,  Air.  Blank,  will  you  poison  this  dog,  as 
he's  bitten  a  piece  out  of  the  dustman's  leg,  and 
mistress  is  afraid  he'll  go  mad  ?  "—dog  or  dustman  not 
stated.  Such  an  order  frequently  strikes  terror  in  the 
breast  of  the  mild  pharmacist, 
and  only  the  greater  fear  of 
offending  a  good  customer, 
coupled  with  the  desire  to 
earn  half  a  crown  prevents  him 
from  telling  the  page-boy  to  go 
to  the  deuce  and  take  the  dog 
with  him.  One  of  the  funniest 
episodes  in  my  career  centres 
round  a  poisoning  incident  (but 
in  this  case  it  was  a  cat,  not  a 
dog).  It  was  in  the  days  of  my 
apprenticeship.  The  governor, 
a  good  old  sort  as  ever  lived, 
l^S*  who  wouldn't  hurt  a  fly,  received 
an  instruction  from  one  of  the 
l'°  '  best  clients  we  had  to  destroy 
the  cat  painlessly,  and  as 
speedily  as  possible.  Poor  pussy,  a  black  Persian  torn, 
was  brought  by  the  gardener  in  a  small  hamper,  and 
was  uttering  most  plaintive  mews.  I  knew  the  governor 
hated  the  job,  and  to  my  query  whether  I  should  get 
him  the  poison-spoon — a  pewter  instrument  with  a  lid, 
marked  with  indentations  of  the  teeth  of  previous  victims 

— he  replied,  "Why  couldn't  they  drown  the    cat?  " 

However,  the  client  (our  local  vicar)  could  not  be  offended. 
The  half-crown,  too.  must  not  be  missed,  so  I  was  told 
to  get  the  poison-spoon  and  the  prussic  acid,  and  be 
quick  about  it.  I  needed  no  second  telling ;  truth  was, 
I  was  excited  and  anxious  to  see  the  execution.  So  the 
spoon  and  the  poison  being  got  handy,  the  gardener  was 
told  to  bring  the  cat  round  at  the  back  of  the  return- 
counter.    To  the  question,   "Can  you  hold    the  cat?"

the  gardener  promptly  replied,  "  Yus,  I  can  howd  it." 
So  the  gardener  was  seated  on  the  small  steps,  with  the 
cat  between  his  knees,  the  poison  was  poured  with  a 
shaking  hand  into  the  spoon,  and  to  the  governor's  in- 
structions to  hold  him  tight,  and  the  gardener's  assurance, 
"  I've  got  him,"  a  hurried  and  tremulous  attempt  was 
made  to  get  the  prussic  acid  into  pussy's  mouth ;  but 
no  sooner  did  the  spoon  touch  his  lips  than  "  Phit,  phit," 
his  talons  set  to  work  in  the  gardener's  hands  and  wrists. 
He  dropped  the  cat,  who  had  only  got  the  barest  dose 
of  the  lethal  fluid,  and  who  immediately  tore  up  behind 
the  counter  towards  the  window.  Progress  being  stopped 
here,  up  the  shelves  he  went,  bringing  down  first  the 
zinc-ointment  jar,  then  the  laudanum-bottle,  next 
the  cayenne-pepper  bottle,  then  dropping  backwards 
among  the  ruins  in  his  final  death-struggle.  The  poor 
old  governor  stood  aghast,  then  he  anathematised  the  cat 
to  all  eternity,  solemnly  asseverating  he'd  never  undertake 
to  poison  either  cat  or  dog  again  as  long  as  he  lived. 

As  can  be  imagined,  such  an  incident  for  some  time 
afterwards  caused  me  to  view  the  poisoning  of  animals 
with  alarm,  and  it  was  not  until  I  was  in  a  situation 
in  the  Black  Country,  where  the  master  had  a  great  reputa- 
tion in  the  canine  world,  that  my  confidence  was  restored  : 
and  I  received  proper  and  explicit  instructions  how  to 
administer  prussic  acid  to  animals  so  that  the  effect 
should  be  as  rapid  as  possible  and  all  fear  of  accidents 
be  prevented.  Firstly,  I  was  told  not  to  be  frightened 
at  the  job.  Secondly,  never  to  poison  a  cat  or  dog  in 
the  shop,  but  always  in  the 
back  yard ;  thirdly,  always 
to  secure  a  cat  in  a  bag,  to 
avoid  scratches.  Since  then 
I've  poisoned  hundreds  of 
cats  and  dogs,  and  inciden- 
tally have  earned  a  reputation 
for  knowing  how  to  do  it  pro- 
perly and  humanely.  1  never 
use  anything  except  a  two- 
drachm  measure  and  perfectly 
fresh  Scheele's  acid ;  the 
operation  is  complete  in 
few  seconds.

Don't     fuss    or     pat    him  ;{  \  J  / 
take  hold  of  the  collar  withVy^^O^ 
the  left  hand,  press  the  lip 
of  the  measure  to  the  side  "  The  dog --rill  open  its  mouth," 
of  the  mouth,  and  pour  the 

contents  between  the  teeth.  You  may  let  the  dog  go  at 
once  then ;  he  will  not  stir  more  than  a  few  feet  before 
the  poison  will  take  effect,  doggie  will  roll  over,  and. 
with  a  brief  struggle,  be  dead. 

With  Pussy,  more  precaution  must 
be  observed ;  but  in  this  case  all 
fuss  and  nervousness  should  be 
avoided.  It  is  the  simplest  matter 
to  get  a  handy  seed-bag,  pop  the 
cat's  body  and  legs  in,  so  as  to 
protect  the  operator  from  pussy's 
claws.  Leave  the  head  out  of  the 
sack,  and,  holding  her  round  neck 
with  the  left  hand,  press  the  lips  of 
the  cat  with  the  measure,  when  it 
will  be  found  she  will  open  her 
mouth,  and  the  poison  can  be  poured 
in.  It  is  now  a  simple  matter  to  drop 
the  head  through  into  the  bag,  and 
with  a  few  kicks  it  is  all  over,  and 
pussy  is  ready  for  interment. 

These  are  the  results  of  my  own 
experience  in  a  busy  practice,  and 
I  trust  they  may  prove  of  service  to  other  members  of 
the  craft  who  have  hitherto  approached  this  duty  with 
trepidation  and  fear.  I  would  impress  upon  them  the 
advantage  of  the  two-drachm  measure  over  other  appli- 
ances, such  as  covered  spoons  or  syringes,  which  in- 
variably lead  to  bungling  over  the  job,  whereas  a  plain 
measure  answers  all  the  purpose,  is  handy,  available,  and 
effective.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

The  "C.  &  D.  Diary"  for  1916 

shows  no  obvious  shrinkage  in 
size,  but  ranges  with  its  forerunners  on  the  shelf  quite 
harmoniously.  This  of  itself  is  no  slight  achievement  at 
a  time  when  everything  in  life  seems  to  have  shrunk  a 
little.  As  regards  its  contents  it  compares  favourably 
with  the  rest,  and  I  notice  one  or  two  new  features 
which  give  it  a  distinctive  value;  the  article  on  Fine 
Chemicals  is  one  of  these  which  is  worthy  of  special 
mention.  The  Encyclopaedia  Pharmacolegia  is  a  miracle 
of  arrangement  and  condensation,  and  I  do  not  know 
where  else  to  find  so  quickly  and  certainly  any  informa- 
tion that  may  be  needed  on  points  of  law  affecting 
pharmacy.  As  one  of  its  sub-heads  reminds  us,  "  Ex- 
perience does  it,"  but  Experience  is  a  forgetful  jade, 
whose  lessons  need  recording  and  codifying.  You  have 
done  this  admirably.  One  word  of  criticism  I  have  to 
offer,  but  it  has  respect  to  a  matter  for  which  I  am  sure 
you  are  not  responsible.  There  are  some  noticeable  gaps 
in  the  information  given  on  pages  179  to  182.  You  com- 
plained last  year  that  you  had  been  unable  to  get  par- 
ticulars repeatedly  asked  for  from  the  officials  of  Local 
Association's,  and  I  presume  that  your  present  inability 
to  give  the  membership  of  many  Associations  is  due  i'.o 
the  same  cause. 
The  Advertisements 

are,  however,  the  most  reassuring  feature 
of  the  "  Diary,"  the  most  convincing  proof  that  we  are 
neither  down-hearted  nor  slack  under  the  disappointments 
and  delays  of  the  war.  We  had  hoped  that,  if  not  over, 
its  end  would  be  well  in  sight  during  1915,  but  it  still 
drags  on.  The  strain  on  our  energies  and  resources  is 
greater  than  ever,  but  we  are  going  on  in  our  accus/iomed 
way  as  strongly  and  confidently  as  ever,  or,  rather,  we 
are  in  many  respects  showing  a  resourcefulness,  an  inven- 
tiveness, an  adaptability  with  which  we  have  never  been 
credited.  Determined,  dogged,  yes  !  John  Bull  has 
always  had  lihat  character,  but  he  has  scarcely  even 
claimed  to  possess  the  qualities  he  is  now  showing,  and 
which  are  shown  nowhere  in  business  more  strikingly 
than  in  your  advertisement  columns.  We  were  even  more 
seriously  handicapped  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  in  the 
chemical-trade  than  in  the  field  of  battle,  but  here,  as 
there,  the  balance  is  shifting.  Mr.  Runciman  says,  in- 
deed, as  you  remind  us,  that  in  business  Germany  is 
already  beaten :  let  us  hope  so.  At  all  events,  this 
"  Diary  "  of  yours  is  no  small  asset  on  our  side  when  we 
compare  books  with  her. 

Getting  Back  to  Gentian, 

calumha,  broom,  and  chamomile  is 
what  we  might  have  expected  in  these  days  of  famine 
in  synthetic  drugs,  but  whether  the  return  will  be  per- 
manent is  doubtful.  Mr.  F.  J.  Hanbury  said  the  other 
day  to  an  "  Observer  "  representative  that  sarsaparilla 
was  one  of  the  most  popular  drugs  twenty  years  ago, 
and  while  I  would  myself  have  said  forty  years  rather 
than  twenty,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  its  disuse  has 
been  caused  quite  as  much  by  the  displacement  by  syn- 
thetics as  by  the  notion,  fostered  by  pharmacologists, 
that  the  drug  is  quite  useless  for  any  medical  purpose. 
Does  it  follow  that  all  our  old  drugs,  good  and  bad, 
are  going  to  be  rehabilitated  ?  I  doubt  it.  The  younger 
race  of  medical  men  know  little  of  the  virtue  of  gentian 
and  calumba  and  their  kind,  and  our  materia  medica 
text-books  will  have  again  to  be  taken  in  hand  before 
we  get  back  to  Nature.  Some  of  our  old  friends  will 
never  be  displaced,  such  ;;s  cinchona,  opium,  ipeca- 
cuanha, and  rhubarb,  and  our  old  inorganics,  like  calomel, 
bismuth,  and  bromide,  will  survive  when 

Hexamine,  Phenacetin,  and  their  Tribe 

have  been  forgotten. 
The  great  aim  of  the  physiological  synthesist,  to  coin  a 
word,  has  been  to  provide  palliatives  for  symptoms 
instead  of  cures  for  diseases.  Some  day  our  medical 
authorities  will  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  this  is  am  inver- 


sion of  the  natural  order,  and  that  it  is  infinitely  better 
to  remove  the  causes  that  produce  headache  than  to 
administer  synthetics  to  remove  the  symptom  by  the 
dangerous  expedient  of  reducing  the  blood-pressure.  It 
seems  to  me  that  medicine  will  soon  be  tending  altogether 
in  another  direction,  and  that  the  search  will  be  made 
in  animal  products  for  many  of  the  panaceas  that 
hitherto  we  have  failed  to  find  either  in  organic,  in- 
organic, or  synthetic  drugs.  Thirty  years  ago  the  fame 
of  thyroid  led  to  an  indiscriminate  rush  to  animal 
organs,  with  quite  insignificant  results,  the  opotherapies 
being  little  better  than  quackeries.  But  the  quackery 
of  yesterday  is  the  orthodoxy  of  to-morrow,  and  the 
marvellous  history  of  adrenalin,  which  made  blood- 
less surgery  possible,  and  of  pituitrin,  which,  with 
scopolamine,  has  robbed  childbirth  of  its  horrors, 
have  turned  men's  thoughts  to  the  active  prin- 
ciples of  these  glandular  substances,  and  more  will  be 
heard  of  them  in  future. 

Science 

is  concisely  defined  as  systematised  knowledge,  and 
knowledge,  says  Tennyson,  is  "  of  things  we  seei."  The 
tendency  in  England  has,  I  believe,  of  late  been  to  re- 
strict the  term  science  as  Debove,  in  opposition  to 
Berthelot,  restricts  it — that  is,  to  the  natural  and  physical, 
"  the  phenomena  of  the  material  universe  and  their 
laws."  The  restriction  is  convenient,  but  it  seems  philo- 
sophically unsound.  Knowledge  is  not  exclusively  of 
things  we  see,  and  the  definition  given  above  shows  that 
it  is  not.  We  do  not  see,  but  only  infer,  the  laws  by 
which  science  tells  us  phenomena  are  governed,  by 
which  indeed  observation  shows  that  they  are  governed. 
In  all  phenomena,  too,  we  infer  something  we  do  not 
actually  see.  Phenomena  are  particular  objects  observ- 
able by  the  senses,  but  our  knowledge  of  them  is  never 
of  the  mere  particular.  We  perceive  every  object  as  an 
object  in  space,  and  therefore  as  related  to  every  other 
object.  But  we  do  not  perceive  space  as  a  whole, 
though  we  think  of  it  as  a  whole,  and  cannot  think  of 
it  in  any  other  way.  It  follows  that,  as  Watson  isays, 
in  our  simplest  knowledge  we  are  dealing  not 
with  particulars,  but  with  particulars  gathered 
together  in  a  unity — a  unity  which  we  do  not 
see,  but  the  thought  of  which  we  cannot  escape. 
The  world  of  phenomena,  in  short,  is  only  explicable  by 
the  world  of  thought,  and  science,  to  be  worthy  of  the 
name,  must  take  account  of  both.  And  who  shall  .say 
how  far  the  world  of  thought  extends?  Certainly  it 
extends  far  beyond  mathematics. 
The  Oxyrhynchus  Papyrus,  No.  1381, 

in  the  volume  I  re- 
ferred to  recently,  contains  a  document  that  is  specially 
interesting  in  connection  with  what  Mr.  Aguizy  tells,  us 
of  pharmacy  in  Egypt  at  the  present  day.  It  is  a  text 
in  honour  of  a  deity,  known  to  the  Romans  as  Imouthes, 
who  is  the  Egyptian  Imhotep,  identified  by  the  Greeks 
with  Asclepius,  the  god  of  medicine.  What  gives  parti- 
cular interest  to  this  is  the  fact  that  Imhotep,  unlike 
many  Egyptian  deities,  is  a  real  historical  person,  who 
seems  to  have  been  famous  as  a  sage,  a  physician,  and 
an  architect.  He  is  believed  to  have  lived  in  the  time 
of  King  Zoser,  of  the  Third  Dynasty.  The  precise  date 
of  this  dynasty  is  a  matter  of  dispute,  but  it  ended  about 
3750  before  Christ,  having  then  lasted  for  some  200  years, 
and  with  it  monumental  history  properly  begins.  The 
worship  of  Imhotep  as  a  god  is  said  to  be  older  than 
the  Fourth  Dynasty,  and  to  have  been  instituted  by 
Menkaura  (Mycerinus),  the  builder  of  the  third  Gizeh 
pyramid.  The  papyrus,  which  is  believed  to  date  from 
the  first  or  second  century  of  our  era,  recounts  how  the 
writer,  having  begun  the  translation  into  Greek  of  an 
Egyptian  work  in.  honour  of  Imhotep  (Asclepius),  laid 
it  aside  for  some  time,  when,  by  the  intervention  of  the 
god,  his  mother  was  cured  of  a  quartan  ague  and  him- 
self of  a,  pain  in  the  side  accompanied  by  a  terrible 
fever.  In  gratitude  votive  offerings  and  sacrifices  were 
made  to  Imhotep,  but  through  the  priest  these  were 
rejected  and  the  completion  of  the  translation  demanded 
in  their  stead.

Editorial  Articles. 


Insurance  Dispensing  : 
Proposed  Additional  Discount. 

We  print  on  p.  49  further  particulars  in  regard  to  the 
arrangements  for  pricing  Insurance  prescriptions  in  Eng- 
land this  year.  It  is  proposed  to  establish  thirteen 
bureaus  in  England  at  an  estimated  cost  of  1,400/.  each 
per  annum — say  .  20,000/.  Each  bureau  is  expected  to  price 
two  million  prescriptions  annually.       We  are  not  con- 


vinced that  this  can  be  done,  but  we  lack  details,  as  the 
Commissioners  have  not  furnished  them ;  therefore 
criticism  must  be  reserved  It  is  denied  that  the  proposed 
system  is  like  the  Scottish  bureau,  but  we  expect  that 
there  will  be  some  resemblance  in  the  manner  that  pre- 
scriptions will  have  to  be  sent  in.  but  on  this  and  other 
points  official  instructions  will  be  issued  shortly.  Some 
hard  things  have  been  said  about  the  staffing  of  the 
bureaus,  and  it  is  significant  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  proposes  to  establish  a  department  to  check  the 
work  of  the  pricing  bureaus.  For  this  the  Society's  rate 
of  payment  is  to  be  lbs.  8d.  per  1,000,  or  21,500/.  for  the 
26,000,000  that  the  pricing  bureaus  are  calculated  to  deal 
with  annually.  In  t  i i i  ~  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note 
Article  8  of  the  amended  Medical  Benefit  Regulations, 
respecting  payment  to  persons  supplying  drugs  or  ap- 
pliances, which  is  as  follows  : 

(1)  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  amounts  payable 
to  persons  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  (other  than  prac- 
titioners to  whom  capitation-fees  are  paid  in  respect  of  the 
supply  of  drugs  and  appliances)  the  Committee  shall  calcu- 
late, in  accordance  with  the  method  contained  in  the  agree- 
ments of  such  persons  with  the  Committee  for  the  time 
being  in  force,  the  amount  payable  to  each  such  person  fn 
respect  of  the  drugs  and  appliances  supplied  by  him,  and 
shall  credit  to  him  the  amount  so  payable,  or,  if  any 
sum  has  been  allotted  by  the  Committee  to  defray  the 
administrative  expenses  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
shall,  in  the  case  of  persons  supplying  drugs  and  appliances 
other  than  practitioners,  credit  that  amount  less  a  rateable 
proportion  of  the  sum  so  allotted,  provided  that  the  Com- 
mittee shall,  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  or  the  person 
supplying  drugs  or  appliances  concerned  so  requires,  sub- 
mit to  that  Committee  or  person  all  or  any  of  the  forms 
on  which  the  drugs  or  appliances  were  ordered,  together 
with  particulars  of  the  amounts  calculated  to  be  payable  in 
respect  of  such  drugs  and  appliances,  and  if  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  or  person  take  objection  thereto,  the 
Committee  shall  take  such  objection  into  consideration. 

(2)  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  each  statement 
of  account  from  a  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  the 
Committee  shall  pay  to  the  person  furnishing  the  account 
such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  Committee  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  in  advance  of  the  amount  to  be 
credited  to  him.  and  shall  pay  the  balance  of  the  amount 
so  orediti-d  on  or  before  dates  appointed  for  the  purpose 
by  the  Commissioners. 

Section  33  of  the  1913  Act  enables  Insurance  Com- 
mittees to  pay  Pharmaceutical  Committees  from  the  Drug 
Fund  up  to  \,d.  per  insured  person.  Acting  on  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  instructions,  Pharmaceutical  'Com- 
mittees are  now  applying  for  administrative  expenses, 
two-fifths  of  which  would  pay  for  the  checking,  which 
means  53,750/.  in  all,  or  about  half  as  much  ai3  Sir  Robert 
Morant  estimated  would  be  saved  by  the  new  Tariff  by 
deduction  from  chemists'  accounts.  It  will  be  seen  from 
the  italicised  words  in  the  new  Article  above  quoted  that 
administrative  expense.?  .are  henceforth  to  be  deducted 
from  chemists'  accounts.  It  was  a  brilliant  idea  for  tbo 
Society  to  intervene  at  such  a  juncture  in  order  to  ensure 
that  some  of  the  53.750/.  in  its  passage  from  chemists' 
pockets  to  the  Treasury  should  drop  into  Bloomsbury 
Square  ;  but  we  wonder  how  Mr.  Roberts  and  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners  will  interpret  the  comparative  meek- 
ness with  which  English  chemists  as  a  body  acquiesce  in 
this  further  discount  off  their  accounts  ! 


Looking  Forward. 

The  question  of  the  position  of  the  chemical-industry 
after  the  war  was  referred  to  last  week  (C.  <fc  V.,  Janu- 
ary 1,  p.  50)  in  connection  with  Mr.  Runciman's 
announcement  of  the  steps  being  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  safeguard  national  commercial  interests  against 
Sir    William    Ramsay    makes  the 
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useful  suggestion  in  "  Nature  "  that  the  many  new  works 
which  have  been   erected   for  the  purpose  of  manufac- 
turing chemicals  required  for  the  war  could  be  utilised 
after  the  war  for  the  manufacture  of  chemicals  required 
to  make  this  country  independent  of  Germany.  These 
factories   are    equipped   with  modern   plant,   and  many 
pieces  of  chemical  apparatus,  such  as  tanks,  steam-coils, 
towers,  stills,  filter-presses,   and  the  like,  are  ready  to 
hand.    It  would  be   disastrous,  writes   Sir  William,  if 
after   the   war    all    the   staffs   are  dismissed,  all  plant 
scrapped   and   sold,   and  the  whole  organisation  broken 
up.    He  suggests  that  the  Committee  on  Industrial  Re- 
search should  take  up  as  the  most  pressing  "research" 
the  inquiry  as  to  the  best  way  of  protecting  our  indus- 
tries   from    German     attack    after    the  war    is  over. 
Another  suggestion  of  considerable  importance   is  that 
the  chemical-manufacturers    of    the    country  should  be 
asked  to  co-operate  for  the  benefit  of  all.    It  is  obvious 
that  many  of  the  chemicals  which  are  being  made  in  this 
country  for  the  first  time  would  be  better  produced  on 
a  large  scale  at  one  factory  than  in  small  quantities  in 
several  laboratories.    Before  the  war,  as  is  well  known, 
there   existed   mutual    distrust    and    jealousies  between 
the  units   of  various  industries.    The  chemical-industry 
was  no  exception  to  this.      It  is  nevertheless  advisable 
that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  bring  chemical-manu- 
facturers together  so  as  to  form  a  powerful  influence 
against  future  German  aggression,  and  we  believe  the  war 
will  have  made  such  a  movement  quite  within  the  range 
of  possibilities,  however  impossible  it  appeared  before 
the  war.    We  suggest  that  a  beginning  might  be  made 
by  establishing    a    Chemical    Defence    Committee,  the 
membership  to  be  open  to  all  British  makers  of  chemicals. 
One  has  only  to  look  at  the  abuse  of  the  British  patent 
and    trade-mark  laws  by  Germans  to  realise    what  an 
important  field  of  defence  is  ready  to   hand.    A  good 
many  patents  taken  out  by  Germans  embody  old  albeit 
forgotten     methods    of    manufacture    which    must  be 
accepted  by  our  Patent  Office  if  the  processes  are  not 
included    in    patent-specifications    during    the  previous 
fifty    years.      The    question    of    the    continuation  of 
registered  names  for  chemicals  after  the  patents  for  the 
manufacture  of  the  chemicals  have  expired  is  also  one 
which  urgently  requires  looking  into.    The  law  is  clear 
on  this  point,  but   individual  manufacturers   who  have 
found  out  the  injustice  of  allowing  the  abuse  to  con- 
tinue are  unwilling  to  incur  heavy  law  expenses  in  vin- 
dicating   public   rights.      This  Committee  could  be  en- 
larged in  scope  after  its  utility  had  been  demonstrated. 
It    could    take    charge   of    co-operative  movements  for 
making   chemicals    requiring   centralisation   and  arrange 
for  the  manufacture  of  chemicals  which  have  not  been 
taken  up  owing  to  certain  difficulties.    As  an  example 
may  be  mentioned  the  manufacture  of   chloral  hydrate, 
which  we  believe  is  not  yet  being  made  in  this  country. 
The  difficulties  in  this  case  are  that  abundant  supplies 
of  chlorine  are  needed,  and  that  our  fiscal  laws  require 
special  conditions  in  regard  to  the  use  of  pure  alcohol 
in    manufactures.       The    supply  of  chlorine    could  lie 
arranged  in  or  near  factories  making  hydrochloric  acid, 
and  the  arrangements  for  the  use  of  duty-free  alcohol 
could  be  carried  out  in  a  co-operative  factory  where  could 
also  be  made  other  chemicals  in  which  ethyl  alcohol  is  a 
necessity.    The  most  perfect  co-operation  exists  between 
the  German   chemical-manufacturers.    Arrangements  are 
made  that  a  particular  factory,  owing  to  its  suitability 
or  the  nearness  of  the  source  of  raw  materials,  should 
take  up  the  manufacture  of  a  certain  chemical,  and  such 


manufacturer  is  given  the  monopoly  of  the  production 
within  the  German  Empire.  Moreover,  when  any  dis- 
covery bearing  upon  the  method  of  production  of  that 
particular  chemical  is  made  in  any  of  the  research 
laboratories  of  the  other  chemical-manufacturers,  the  in- 
formation is  communicated  to  the  one  particularly  inter- 
ested. The  idea  is  to  make  the  German  manufacturer 
stand  solid  before  the  world.  Something  of  the  same 
kind  could  be  carried  out  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but 
it  requires  a  sinking  of  the  spirit  of  mutual  jealousy. 
If  some  drastic  reform  is  not  carried  out,  the  difficulties 
of  withstanding  German  commercial  aggression  will  be 
increasingly  felt,  and  the  British  fine-chemical  industry 
may  sink  to  the  level  of  middlemen  for  German  manu- 
facturers. 


Sir  Richard  Robinson. 

There  is,  we  feel  sure,  general  gratification  throughout 
British  pharmacy  in  consequence  of  the  King's  recogni- 
tion of  the  public  work  of  Richard  Atkinson  Robinson  by 
the  honour  of  a  knighthood.  He  is  the  first  pharmacist 
who  has  presided  over  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  to  be  so  honoured,  and  although  that  fact 
is  unconnected  with  the  Royal  appreciation,  pharmacists 
know  that  the  years  which  he  snatched  out  of  his  public 
work  for  the  service  of  pharmacy  sufficed  to  make  better 
known  to  them  the  personal  attributes  and  adminis- 
trative experience  which  marked  him  out  for  preferment. 
The  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and  1858,  barred  him  from 
early  participation  in  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  because  the  Acts  and  by-laws  excluded  from 
membership  chemists  and  druggists  who  were  so 
by  examination,  although  they  admitted  chemists  and 
druggists  who  had  passed  no  examination.  Neverthe- 
less, Sir  Richard  identified  himself  with  the  Society's 
interests,  as  well  as  those  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  while  he  was  serving  the  Borough  of  Ken- 
sington and  the  London  County  Council  in  municipal  and 
metropolitan  affairs.  (He  also  served  Tunbridge  Wells, 
where  he  had  business  interests,  in  a  similar  manner.) 
For  many  years  it  had  been  felt  within  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  that  it  would  be  strengthened  by  admission  into 
the  Council  of  examined  chemists  and  druggists.  Mr. 
Carteighe,  while  President,  frequently  advocated  this 
reform,  but  he  tacked  a  curriculum  on  to  the  Bills  in 
which  he  embodied  it.  .Mr.  Walter  Hills,  his  successor 
in  the  presidency,  had  the  good  fortune  to  cast  overboard 
the  pharmaceutical  Jonah  which  the  curriculum  had  proved 
to  be,  and  on  December  1,  1897,  submitted  a  Bill  to  the 
Council,  the  chief  provision  in  which  was  the  power  to 
elect  registered  chemists  and  druggists  as  members  of 
the  Society,  thus  making  them  eligible  to  be  members 
of  the  Council.  This  Bill  was  duly  introduced  into  Par- 
liament, which  it  passed  with  merely  verbal  amendment, 
and  received  Queen  Victoria's  sanction  on  July  25,  1898, 
as  the  Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Act.  1898.  By  this 
time  the  influence  of  Mr.  Robinson  had  begun  to  be  felt 
within  the  Society.  His  position  on  the  London  County 
Council,  of  which  he  became  Deputy  Chairman,  brought 
him  into  contact  with  members  of  the  Government  and 
departmental  officers,  thus  he  was  able  to  appreciate  the 
non-pharmaceutical  view  of  the  breach  between  the  Privy 
Council  and  Pharmaceutical  Society  which  had  existed 
for  nearly  forty  years,  consequent  on  the  Society's  failure 
to  fulfil  an  honourable  understanding  in  regard  to  legalis- 
ing poison  regulations  (see  the  (  ' .  A-  />.  Diary,  1916.  p.  346). 
Sir  Richard  was  the  first  private  member  of  the  Society 
who  had  the  courage  to   take  practical   steps  to  make 
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good  in  this  matter,  and  it  was  in  consequence  of  notice 
given  by  him  that  a  special  general  meeting  of  the  Society 
was  called  on  January  11,  1899,  at  which  the  regulations 
were  adopted  by  the  Society,  and  twenty  days  later  they 
were  approved  by  the  Privy  Council,  whereby  they  ob- 
tained statutory  force.  On  March  5,  1902,  Sir  Richard  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
caused  by  the  death  of  William  Martindale,  the  President 
(Mr.  Walter  Hills)  confining  his  remarks  at  the  time 
to  the  new  Councillor's  three  outstanding  qualifications 
for  the  position  :  (1)  he  is  exceedingly  loyal  to  the  Society, 
(2)  has  exceptional  powers  of  debate,  and  (3)  an  intimate 
personal  acquaintance  with  many  official  persons.  In  that 
same  year  (November  26)  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association  called  a  convention  of  manu- 
facturers, retailers,  and  wholesalers  of  proprietaries 
to  consider  questions  related  to  cutting  the  prices  of 
these.  Mr.  Robinson,  as  he  then  was,  presided  at  the 
Convention,  and  his  conduct  in  the  chair  was  a  revela- 
tion to  those  wlio  knew  not  his  competence  in  this 
regard,  the  business  being  done  in  the  most  expeditious 
and  thorough  manner,  while  "the  Convention  magnifi- 
cently demonstrated  that  the  drug-trade  of  Great  Britain 
is.  when  the  pinch  comes,  a  united  body."  In  June  19C4 
he  was  appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins  as  Pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  he  did  the 
duties  of  the  office  well,  becoming  exceedingly  popular 
throughout  the  country.  In  October  1906  he  was  elected 
Chairman  of  the  .Moderate  party  of  the  London  County 
Council.  An  election  was  pending,  and  all  Mr. 
Robinson's  time  had  to  be  devoted  to  this  work,  so  he 
retired  from  the  Society's  presidency  on  January  9,  1907, 
and  threw  himself  heart  and  soul  into  the  contest,  and 
alter  a  fight  of  unprecedented  bitterness,  the  Moderate 
party,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  County 
Council,  obtained  a  majority  which  they  have  since  re- 
tained. In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Mr;  R.  A.  Robinson.  Junr. ,  acted  as  his  father's  private 
secretary.  Subsequently  the  leader  of  the  Moderate 
party  was  elected  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Council, 
and  he  is  still  an  active  member  of  it,  as  well  as  of  other 
public  bodies;  indeed,  for  some  time  past  he  has  been 
relieving  himself  of  his  business  connections  so  as  to 
have  more  time  to  devote  to  public  offices.  The  honour 
which  now  comes  to  him  finds  him  one  of  the  most  active 
public  men  in  London,  and  as  the  honour  came  through 
a  Prime  Minister  differing  from  him  in  politics,  it  goes 
without  saying  that  it  is  well  deserved.  "Perfect  as  a 
President,  Powerful  as  a  debater,  and  Popular  whether 
lie  was  dealing  witli  Peers,  Parliament,  or  Provincial 
Associations,"  is  the  alliterative  eulogy  written  of  him 
by  the  late  A.  C.  Wootton,  and  seldom  have  a  man's  chief 
characteristics  been  so  pithily  expressed  ;  withal  Sir 
Richard  Robinson  is  a  warm-hearted  man,  with  generous 
sympathies,  who  has  the  most  human  of  all  faculties — 
that  of  making  friends  who  are  as  loyal  to  him  as  he  is 
to  them.  During  the  past  week  he  has  received  hundreds 
of  letters  of  congratulation,  and  we  know  that  he  values 
none  more  than  those  he  has  received  from  his  fellow 
pharmacists.  May  he  and  Lady  Robinson  live  long  to 
enjoy  their  new  dignity  !

Naval  Hospital  Dispenserships. 

New  regulations  concerning  the  appointment  of  Naval 
dispenserships  under  the  Admiralty  have  been  drafted, 
but  we  understand  that  they  have  not  been  officially 
promulgated,  although  they  have  been  approved.  It  is 
difficult  to  say  when  the  new  regulations  will  come  into 
force.  One  of  the  proposed  alterations  abolishes  the  title 
"dispenser,"  substituting  that  of  "pharmacist,"  which 
is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  seeing  that  "  dispenser- 
ships  "  are  held  by  registered  chemists  and  druggists  or 
pharmaceutical  chemists.  It  is  also  proposed  to  divide 
the  pharmacists  into  three  classes,  with  a  superintend- 
ing pharmacist  at  the  head.  The  pay,  which  commences 
at  110/.  per  annum,  is  also  to  be  slightly  increased. 
Since  the  war  began  the  Admiralty  have  been  inundated 
with  applications  for  these  posts,  but  there  are  only 
nineteen  berths,  and  any  vacancies  that  have  occurred 
have  been  dealt  with  locally. 

Produce  from  the  East. 
The  use  of  the  Cape  route  to  and  from  the  Far  East 
by  the  Nippon  and  other  large  steamship  lines,  in  pre- 
ference to  the  Suez  Canal,  is  likely  to  prove  detrimental 
to  Mediterranean,  ports  like  Marseilles,  Genoa,  Leghorn, 
Naples,  etc.,  as  those  were  the  principal  shipping  points 
for  much  French  and  Italian  produce  which  was  brought 
to  London  by  the  large  liners  especially  adapted  for 
cargo-service.  Consequently,  there  is  little  hope  of  relief 
in  t he  prevailing  scarcity.  Apart  from  the  all-round 
advance  in  freights,  war-risk  insurance  alone  means  an 
additional  5  per  cent,  on  prices,  while  goods  from  the 
Far  East  will  be  a  fortnight  longer  on  the  water.  These 
conditions  are,  we  consider,  temporary;  nevertheless,  they 
have  the  effect  of  appreciating  the  value  of  spot  stocks 
of  Chinese,  Japanese,  Javanese,  Indian,  and  Straits  pro- 
duce generally,  as  it  makes  the  prospects  of  arrivals  at 
due  date  uncertain. 

Topsy=turvy  System. 
Some  reorganisation  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  is 
needful,  according  to  the  "Daily  Express,"  which,  besides 
mentioning  the  shortage  of  medical  men  and  the  possi- 
bility of  getting  hundreds  who  are  "  wasting  their  time 
in  rural  and  seaside  districts,"  refers  to  the  misuse  of 
men  who  are  qualified  to  do  special  work.  A  corre- 
spondent states  that  he  knows  of  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
who  is  a  private  in  a  sanitation  company  and  is  under  a 
non-commissioned  officer  who  is  an  ex-lift  attendant. 
There  are  some  more  extraordinary  things  than  this  in  the 
pharmaceutical  department  of  the  R.A.M.C.  For 
example,  a  baker  is  at  present  in  charge  of  a  squad  of 
men  who  have  to  do  with  the  packing  of  medicines  and 
surgical  requisites  for  despatch  to  the  fighting  line.  He 
has  some  pharmacists  under  him  !  There  are  scores  of 
pharmacists  throughout  the  corps  at  home  who  are  speci- 
ally qualified  to  do  any  work  connected  with  medicines 
and  surgical  requirements,  but  are  not  called  upon  to 
help,  although  it  is  exactly  such  services  as  theirs  that 
the  Army  needs.  Instead  of  being  detailed  to  do  such 
special  work  they  are  eating  their  hearts  out  in  doing 
things  that  men  without  pharmaceutical  qualification  are 
quite  as  well  fitted  to  do.  These  pharmacists  ought  to  be 
detailed  for  duties  in  which  their  pharmaceutical  skill 
and  knowledge  would  make  for  efficiency,  expedition,  and 
ultimate  safety  of  the  fighting  forces. 

Inland  Revenue  Report. 

The  fifty-eighth  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Revenue,  lor  the  year  ended  March  31,  1915,  has  been 
issued  this  week.    This  deals  with  the  receipts  of  the 
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Inland  Revenue  and  of  other  duties  collected  by  the 
Department,  which  together  amount  to  the  gross  total 
of  116,874,587/.  This  amount  is  analysed  in  a  series  of 
tables  and  the  destination  of  the  net  sum  stated.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  report  of  direct  interest  to  the  drug-trade, 
but  some  items  of  general  interest  may  be  referred  to. 
In  the  matter  of  estate-duty  the  gross  capital  of  which 
the  Department  had  notice  during  the  year  ended 
March  31  as  passing  at  death  was  344,499,584/..  and  the 
net  amount,  after  deducting  debts,  etc.,  was  307.284,039/. 
As  to  the  value  of  the  75,739  estates,  the  greater  number 
(16.354)  came  within  the  class  of  exceeding  1.000/.  to 
5,000/.,  those  exceeding  500/.  but  not  exceeding  1,000/. 
being  12,302.  Eight  estates  were  over  a  million  pounds, 
one  of  these  being  over  three  millions.  In  regard  to 
inhabited-house  duty,  it  appears  that  in  Great  Britain 
there  were,  in  the  year  1913-14,  306.213  residential  shops 
charged  to  inhabited-house  duty  out  of  a  total  of  over 
two  million  premises  chargeable.  There  are  also  premises 
exempt  from  the  duty  owing  to  insufficient  value  or  to 
their  employment  solely  for  business-purposes.  A  study 
of  the  figures  shows  a  comparatively  small  but  steady 
decline  in  the  number  of  premises  for  the  last  three  years 
under  review.  For  some  years  the  number  of  residential 
shops  in  the  Metropolis  has  been  declining,  as  also  has 
the  value.  In  1911-12  the  annual  value  of  these  premises 
•was  4,259,774/.,  while  in  1913-14  it  was  3,972,334/.,  but,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  number  of  jjremises  exempt  as  being 
used  solely  for  trade  increased.  The  last-named  exemption 
is,  however,  not  strictly  comparable  with  residential  shops, 
as  it  includes  all  kinds  of  works,  such  as  engineering- 
works,  breweries,  chemical-works,  and  warehouses.  The 
lock-up  shops  would  form,  roughly,  about  a  third  of  the 
total  number  of  exempt  trade  premises.  The  figures  for 
the  income-tax  are  interesting,  particularly  those  in 
Schedule  D,  which  includes  profits  from  businesses,  con- 
cerns, professions,  and  employments  (except  those  of  a 
public  nature,  which  are  included  in  Schedule  E).  Of 
the  number  of  assessments  in  the  United  Kingdom 
(742,707),  621,185  were  of  persons,  57,822  of  firms,  and 
50,466  of  public  companies.  The  gross  amount  of  income 
was  over  670  millions,  of  which,  roughly,  152  millions 
was  personal  income,  and  349  millions  that  of  public  com- 
panies. In  the  year  1913-14,  13,231  persons  were  assessed 
to  super-tax,  against  12,531  in  the  previous  year.  The 
greater  number  (8,388)  had  incomes  exceeding  5,000/. 
and  not  exceeding  10,000/.  Seventy-five  people  had 
incomes  exceeding  100,000/.

appliances. 
ENGLAND. 

Prescription-pricing-  Arrangements. 

We  place  on  record  the  recommendations  which  were 
made  at  a  Conference  on  prescription-pricing  held  in  Dar- 
lington on  December  12,  which  was  attended  by  representa- 
tives of  Insurance  Committees  of  the  counties  of  North- 
umberland, Cumberland,  Westmorland,  Durham,  and  York- 
shire (North  and  East  Ridings),  and  the  boroughs  of 
Sunderland,  Middlesbrough,  \ork,  Carlisle,  Gateshead, 
Tynemouth,  Newcastle,  South  Shields,  West  Hartlepool, 
and  Hull.  The  Conference  agreed  upon  the  following 
articles,  which  have  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners; 
in  fact,  they  are  typical  of  the  conditions  which  are  being 
applied  to  all  areas  in  England  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Commissioners  : 

1.  The  Joint  Committee  shall  consist  of  thirty-two  members, 
two  of  whom  are  to  be  appointed  annually  by  each  Insurance 
Committee. 

2.  The  Joint  Committee  will  carry  out  the  duties  of  the  several 
Insurance  Committees  in  connection  with  the  pricing  of  prescrip- 
tions. 

3.  The  Joint  Committee  may  appoint  an  Executive  Sub-Com- 
mittee of  not  less  than  nine. 

4.  The  Joint  Committee  may,  at  the  request  and  cost  of  the 
Panel  Committee,  undertake  investigations  regarding  excessive 
prescribing. 

5.  The  expenses  of  the  Joint  Committee  will  be  defrayed  by 
the  Insurance  Committees  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  prescrip- 
tions dealt  with. 

6.  Disputes  are  to  be  referred  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 

7.  An  Insurance  Committee  may  determine  the  agreement  at  the 
end  of  any  year  by  giving  three  calendar  months'  notice. 

8.  The  Joint  Committee,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, have  power  to  appoint  and  pay  a  secretary  and  other 
necessary  staff ;  in  connection  with  this  the  Conference  agreed, 
after  much  discussion,  that  the  head  of  the  establishment  should 
be  a  qualified  pharmacist,  who  should  also  act  as  secretary  to 
the  Joint  Committee  at  a  total  salary  of  2007.  per  annum;  that 
there  should  be  a  chief  accounting  clerk  at  a  salary  of  160i'.  per 
annum,  and  that  the  other  technical  staff  would  approximately 
cost  676/.  per  annum  ;  that  the  cost  of  the  clerical  and  other  office 
expenses  would  be  300.'. ;  the  initial  expenses  being  spread  over  a 
period  of  five  years. 

On  the  basis  of  2,000,000  prescriptions,  this  would  mean  an 
approximate  cost  of  13s.  9(7.  per  1,000  prescriptions. 

The.  Hull  Insurance  Committee  has  fallen  in  with  the 
scheme,  although  at  present  it  gets  the  work  done  for 
10s.  per  1,000  prescriptions,  or  120/.  a  year.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  pleaded  for  the  retention  of  the  present 
arrangement,  experience  during  the  past  three  years  having 
shown  that  it  had  been  carried  out  in  a  most  efficient  and 
careful  manner,  the  local  knowledge  of  the  checker  proving 
most  helpful.  The  new  method,  said  the  Committee,  offers 
many  disadvantages  without  compensating  benefits. — At  the 
meeting  of  the  West  Riding  Insurance  Committee  at  Wake- 
field on  December  30,  the  proposed  central  pricing  bureau 
was  discussed,  and  it  was  agreed  to  join  the  group  on  tho 
condition  that  the  Joint  Committee  should  have  propor- 
tional representation — the  West  Riding  Committee  to  elect 
five  representatives,  Leeds  three,  Bradford  two,  and  Wake- 
field and  Dewsbury  one  each — and  that  tho  West  Riding 
Committee  be  satisfied  that  the  existing  staff  be  con- 
sidered.— The  Bolton  Insurance  Committee  decided  on 
December  30  to  join  the  prescription-pricing  group  of 
North-Western  areas-  (C.  <0  D.,  December  25,  p.  56)  with 
headquarters  at  Bolton.  It  was  reported  that  the  present 
cost  of  checking  is  9s.  per  1,000,  exclusive  of  establishment- 
expenses;  the  estimated  cost  of  pricing  and  checking  is 
12s.  6(7.  exclusive,  or  15s.  6(7.  inclusive,  of  establishment- 
expenses;  the  estimate  under  the  Commissioners'  scheme 
is  14s.  per  LOCO,  "minimum  statistical  data  "  being  in- 
cluded .  in  these  figures. — The  Burnley  Committee  also 
agreed  on  December  29  to  do  the  same. — The  Halifax 
Insurance  Committee  decided  on  December  29  to  join  tho 
North-East  Midland  group.— The  Isle  of  Wight  Com- 
mittee is  joining  the  South-Eastern  group,  on  condition 
that  the  Committee-meetings  are  held  in  London.  In  the 
discussion  on  the  matter.  Dr.  Walker  complained  that 
double  pricing  is  necessary.  Other  members  grumbled 
about  the  cost  of  the  scheme. — The  Staffordshire  Insurance 
Committee  on  January  1  agreed  to  join  the  Midland  group, 
with  the  bureau  at  Birmingham.  So  has  the  Here- 
fordshire Insurance  Committee. — The  Plymouth  Insurance 
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Committee  on  December  31  agreed  to  join  the  Soutl 
Western  group,  a  proposal  that  the  Commissioners  should 
themselves  establish  the  checking  bureau  and  be  responsible 
for  its  convening  being  lost.  See  also  Exeter  and  Sheffield, 
below. — The  Portsmouth  Insurance  Committee  unani- 
mously decided  on  December  30  to  hold  aloof  from  the 
group  f  >r  the.  South-Western  or  the  South-Eastern  Division 
uf  England.  Alderman  Sir  Scott  Foster  presided  at  the 
meeting,  and  the  -decision  was  unanimous.  [Sec  article  on 
p.  49.]' 


Bradford.— Ai   tin'  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  December  29,  it  was  reported  that  the  number  of  insured 
persons  in  the  area  had  decreased  by  1,601  to  130,968  from 
July  1  to  October  1.    During  the  third  quarter  of  the  year 
chemists  and  druggists  on  the  panel  dispensed  69,013  pre- 
scriptions at  a  cost  of  2.343/.  18s.  9(7.    The  Finance  Sub- 
Committee   recommended   payment   of  90    per  cent. — viz., 
2.109/.  10s.  11'/.       As  to  emergency  settlements,  the  Com- 
missioners have  made  no  grant  for  1913,  as  the  deficit  was 
less  than  15  per  cent.,  but  926/.  12s.  5(7.  had  been  granted 
for  1914,   which  will  reduce  the  discount  on  the  chemists' 
accounts  for  1914  to  15  per  cent.    The  accounts  amounted 
to  13,948/.  4.';.  10'/..  and  the  grant  brings  the  payment  up 
to  11,856/.  Ox.  2d.,  from  10.929/.  Is.  9</.  already  paid.  The 
new  scheme  for  pricing  prescriptions  having  been  reported 
on,  Councillor  H.  T.  Pullan   was  appointed  to  represent 
'hi'   Committee  on   the  Joint  Board.    The  resignation  of 
Air.  11.  R.  Jackson  (Harrison,  Parkinson  &  Co.)  as  checker 
of  prescriptions    was   accepted,    and   he  was   thanked  for 
valuable  services.    Ii    was  reported   that  Bradford   is  the 
only  area  within  the  West  Riding  where  "  Rep.  mist"  pre- 
scriptions   are    allowed.      The    Panel    Committee  objects 
to  total  abolition  of  such  prescriptions,  but  agrees  to  limit 
them  to  one   month  from   the   date   of   the  original  pre- 
scription, and  it  was  agreed  to  allow  repeat  prescriptions 
if  written  within  one  calendar  month  of  the  original.  Statis- 
tics for  1916  in  regard  to  panel  doctors  (102)  and  insured  per- 
sons (114.935,  less  18.079  with  the  Forces)  show  an  average  of 
1,127  per  panel  doctor,   or  927    allowing    for  twenty-two 
doctors  absent  on  service  with  the  Forces.    There  are  also 
sixtv  chemists,    representing  seventy-six   shops,  compared 
with  fifty-nine  and  seventy-five  in  1915. — At  the  meeting 
on  January  4,  the  result  of  the  appeal  to  the  Commissioners 
by  a  Bradford  doctor  and  his  partner  who  had  been  sur- 
charged by  the  Committee  for  alleged  excessive  ordering 
of  drugs   during  the   year  ending  January  11,   1914,  was 
submitted.    The  Commissioners  find,  that  there  had  been 
extravagant  prescribing,  and  that  the  surcharge  of  15/.  by 
the  Committee  had  been  justified  by  the  facts.    The  appel- 
lant   failed   to    substantiate  his  assertion   that   the  Panel 
Committee's    conclusion,    that   the   prescriptions  exceeded 
reasonable  cost,  rested   solely  on  evidence  afforded  by  a 
statistical  comparison  of  the  average  cost  of  their  prescrip- 
tions with  that  of  all  the  local  doctors.    The  appeal  was 
dismissed. 

Burnley.— The  Insurance  Committee  learnt  at  the  meet- 
ing on  December  29  that  the  chemists'  list  for  1916  is  the 
same  as  before— twenty-nine  on  it.  It  was  agreed  to  ask 
tho  Panel  Committee  to  accept  a  flat  rate  of  Is.  per  annum 
for  every  100  insured  persons  on  doctors'  lists  in  respect  of 
drugs  and  appliances  supplied  under  the  Emergency  Regu- 
lation. 

Cockermouth,-  The  following  is  the  wording  of  an 
advertisement  which  appeared  in  the  "Cockermouth  Free 
Press"  on  December  31: 

We.     the     undersigned     Chemists     of  Cockermouth, 
beg    to    acquaint    our    Customers- Patients    under  the 
National  Health  Insurance    that  we  have  resigned  from 
the  Panel,  and  therefore  terminate  our  Agreements  with 
the     Cumberland     Insurance     Committee     on  Friday, 
December  31,  for  the  Dispensing  of  Medicines  and  the 
Supply  of  Surgical  Appliances.    The  reason  for  tender- 
ing our  resignations  is:   that  we  consider  the  remunera- 
tion  inadequate  (Drugs   at  cost   with   small  Dispensing 
Fee)  for  our  services  as  qualified  Dispensers  and  for  the 
Drugs  which  we  are  in  the   habit  of  using  in  the  Dis- 
pensing of  Insurance  and  other  Prescriptions. — J.  W.  W. 
Allison,  J.  T.  Griffin,  R.  F.  Brown. 
Thus  all  the  chemists  in   the  town  have  resigned.  The 
i  Cumberland    Insurance  Committee   offered   the  dispensing 
to   the   local   doctors,    three   of    whom   accepted,    but  the 
fourth  doctor  shares  the  views  of  the  chemists,   and  will 
have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  supply  of  medicines, 
etc.,  which  was  offered  per  capita  or  on  same  terms  as 
the  chemists.    This  placed  the  Insurance  Committee  in  a 
tix.  as  the  fourth  doctor  informed  them  that  there  was 
nothing  in  his  agreement  to  compel  him  to  dispense  for 
insured  patients.    To  get  over  this  difficulty  the  Insurance 


Committee  have  got  Mr.  Townley,  Keswick,  to  take  on 
the  dispensing  of  this  doctor,  who  is  expected  to  hand 
his  patients  a  stamped  addressed  envelope  with  his  pre- 
scription, to  bo  posted  on  to  Mr.  Townley.  The  Insur- 
ance Committee  supplies  the  stamped  envelopes,  but  who 
pays  the  return  postage  and  the  telephone  in  urgent  cases, 
or  what  this  arrangement  for  bottles  is,  has  not  trans- 
pired. 

Bast  Anglia.— Progress  has  been  made  in  regard  to  the 
juicing  of  prescriptions  in  this  area,  to  which  reference 
was  made  in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  1.  p.  56.  We  under- 
stand that  the  Insurance  Commissioners  have  taken  pre- 
mises next  door  to  those  of  the  Essex  Insurance  Committee 
at  Leytonstone  for  the  pricing  bureau,  and  preparations 
will  be  made  to  accommodate  therein  the  Essex  Committee's 
checking  staff,  whos.e  woik,  it  is  expected,  will  comprise 
the  pricing  of  Essex  prescriptions  and  those  for  the  rest  of 
East  Anglia  under  a  Conjoint  Committee. 

Exeter.— The    Finance   Sub-Committee   reported    at  the 
meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on  January  4  that,  in 
their     opinion,     the     Commissioners'  prescription-pricing 
scheme  offers  no  advantages  over  the  method  in  vogue,  and 
recommended  the  Commissioners  be  notified  of  their  desire 
to  continue  the  present  arrangements.    Mr.  Munro  (Chair- 
man of  the  Su b-Committee),  in  moving  the  adoption  of  this 
report,  said  the  Committee  had  done  their  work  cheaplv 
and  efficiently,  and   he   did  not  think   there  should  be  a 
change.      Nobody  could  argue  that  the  Committee  were 
paying  the  chemists  too  much;  in  fact,  it  was  not  practi- 
cable to  do  it  cheaper.    In  seconding  an  amendment  that 
the  recommendation  be  deleted,  a  member  said  he  under- 
tood  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  was  in  favour  of  the  scheme;  but 
the  Chairman  said  he  thought  Mr.  Rowsell  had  bowed  to 
the  inevitable.    The  amendment  was  defeated  by  ten  votes 
to  seven.    Some  members  then  left,  and  another  amend- 
ment, to  the  effect  that  the  Committee  consent  to  join  tho 
scheme,  was  carried,  nine  voting  for  and  six  against.  Mr. 
Munro  asked  to  have  his  name  removed  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee.    After  such  a  decision  he  should  not  attend 
meetings,  and  added  that,  as  far  as  he  was  concerned,  he 
was  not  going  to  waste  his  time  in  this  sort  of  business. 

Herefordshire.  —Speaking  at  the  Insurance  Committee 
meeting  on  December  28,  the  Chairman  (Alderman  E.  F. 
Bulmer)  said  the  number  of  chemists  on  the  panel  for  1915 
was  thirty-three.  Two  had  resigned — viz.,  Mr.  V.  W. 
Meacham,  Ledbury,  and  Mr.  John  Slade,  Tenbury — leaving 
thirty-one  as  at  January  1,  1916.  Chemists  had  been  paid 
80  per  cent,  of  their  accounts  for  the  third  quarter  of 
1915.  The  Chairman  added  that  he  went  to  London 
and  interviewed  the  Commissioners  regarding  the 
chemists'  new  Tariff.  He  was  not  successful  in 
getting  anything  satisfactory  done,  but  the  chemists  had 
taken  a  patriotic  view  of  present  conditions — :it  all  events 
until  the  end  of  the  war.  He  thought  the  fact  that  they 
decided  not  to  embarrass  the  Government  or  the  Committee 
by  holding  out  for  better  terms  did  great  credit  to  their 
patriotism.  It  was  agreed  to  join  the  Birmingham  pre- 
scription-pricing bureau. 

Kent.—'-  The  Observer  "  (a  local  newspaper)  refers  to 
the  pharmaceutical  dissatisfaction  reported  in  the  C.  <[■  D. 
last  week,  stating  that  the  pharmacists  of  Bexley,  Bexley 
Heath,  and  Crayford  absolutely  refuse  to  work  under  the 
amended  terms,  thus  following  the  lead  set  by  the  phar- 
macists of  Scotland,  as  well  as  many  nearer  home  at 
Bromley.  Sidcup,  Sevenoaks,  and  other  towns.  Our  con- 
temporary gives  some  general  particulars  about  the  dis- 
satisfaction, and  concludes  with  the  remark  that  "  Tho 
Kent  Insurance  Committee,  who  have  power  to  modify  the 
terms  in  certain  particulars,  have  proved  obdurate,  with 
the  result  that  at  twelve  o'clock  on  Friday  night  the  phar- 
macists of  the  places  named  leave  the  National  Insurance 
panel,  and  after  that  hour  cannot  accept  prescriptions 
under  the  Act." 

Lancaster.  — As  the  result  of  representations  from  the 
Lancashire  Insurance  Committee  to  the  effect  that  the  dis- 
pensing service  for  Lancaster  would  not  be  sufficient  unless 
the  north  and  south  ends  of  the  town,  as  well  as  the  centre, 
were  represented  on  the  panel,  Mr.  W.  R.  Aked.  South 
Road,  and  Cuthberts,  Ltd.,  North  Road,  have  withdrawn 
their  resignations  from  the  panel.  The  other  chemists  on 
the  panel  are  Boots,  Ltd.,  Penny  Street.  Mr.  J.  B.  Shat- 
tock,  Secretary  of  tho  Pharmacists'  Association,  characterises 
as  childish  the  rumours  that  the  reason  why  chemists  have 
withdrawn  from  the  panel  is  that  they  have  enough  work 
with  •'munitioners."  These  workmen  are  insured  persons 
he  explains.  The  real  reason  why  Lancaster  chemists  have 
come  off  the  panel  is  that  the  remuneration  is  inadequate. 

Leeds.  —The  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee  has 
issued  to  panel  doctors  and  chemists  a  circular  containing 
recommendations  approved  by  a  conference  of  representa- 
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fives  of  the  Committee  of  the  Panel  Committee  and  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee.    They  are  as  follows : 

Dressings,  etc.,  Supplied  in  Bcik  to  Practitioners  tor  Use  in 
Case  of  Emergency. — The  total  cost  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
-hall  not  exceed  1/.  per  annum  for  each  practitioner  in  respect 
of  each  1,000  insured  persons  upon  his  list,  subject  to  33j  per 
cent,  profit  on  cost. 

Foods,  Patent  Medicines.  Etc.,  including  the  following,  are 
outside  the  provisions  of  Medical  Benefit,  shall  not  be  prescribed 
by  panel  practitioners,  and  if  supplied  by  pharmacists  to  insured 
persons  payment  therefor  shall  be  disallowed  by  the  Committee, 
namely  : 

(a)  All  foods;  (b)  all  beef  or  meat  extracts;  (<•)  all  patent  medi- 
cines and  proprietary  wines;  (d)  linseed  meal;  (cj  oxygen  will 
ho  paid  for  if  used  only  in  extreme  eases. 

No  Proprietary  Preparation  for  which  there  is  an  efficient 
substitute  in  the  Leeds  Pharmacopoeia  or  the  B.P.C.  shall  be 
allowed. 

Trade  Names  shall  not  be  used. 
Private  Eopmvi.e  shall  not  be  used. 

Liniments  and  Lotions  shall  be  dispensed  in  special  bottles. 

Rep.  Mist. — Doctors  and  pharmacists  are  reminded  that  "  Rep. 
Mist."  is  not  allowed,  and  that  no  prescription  of  this  descrip- 
tion must  be  dealt  with,  otherwise  payment  therefor  will  be 
disallowed  by  the  Insurance  Committee  in  accordance  with 
instructions  issued  on  May  29,  1911.  to  each  doctor  and  chemist. 

Alterations  in  Prescriptions. — Pharmacists  are  also  reminded 
that  alterations  in  prescriptions  which  increase  the  quantities 
must  not  be  made,  and  that  such  alterations  will  be  deducted  from 
the  respective  accounts  in  accordance  with  a  notice  given  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  Also  that  any  incomplete  pre- 
scriptions should  be  returned  to  the  practitioner  who  prescribes 
the  same  for  completion  and  the  placing  of  his  initials  opposite 
the  alteration,  otherwise  the  payment  for  the  prescription  will  be 
disallowed  by  the  Insurance  Committee. 

Leicester.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  on  Decem- 
ber 29,  when  it  was  reported  that  fifty-six  chemists  and  one 
contracting  firm  are  on  the  1916  lists.  It  was  stated  that 
the  Committee  has  incurred  200/.  10s.  3c/.  costs  in  respect 
to  the  excessive  prescribing  case  which  recently  came  before 
the  High  Court.  On  the  Commissioners'  advice  no  further 
steps  are  to  be  taken  in  the  action,  and  the  surcharges 
made  on  doctors  for  1913  have  been  withdrawn. 

Leicestershire.— At  the  suggestion  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  the  Insurance  Committee  on  January  5  adopted 
a  recommendation  by  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
that  the  price-list  of  J.  Richardson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  be  taken 
for  drugs,  etc.,  not  specified  in  the  Drug  Tariff  other  than 
the  following  :  Homoeopathic  Preparations. — Epps'  List  :  all 
dressings  and  appliances  supplied  in  bulk  by  pharmacists 
for  use  in  a  panel  practitioner's  surgery  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency be  priced  at  cost  price  on  the  new  Tariff  with  the 
addition  of  33i  per  cent.  A  recommendation  that  serums, 
phylacogens,  toxins,  and  bacterial  vaccines  should  be  sup- 
plied at  makers'  listed  prices  was  deferred  for  further 
consideration.  The  Committee  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Joint 
Drug  Committee  one-third  for  checking  prescriptions  ami 
chemists'  accounts  during  the  past  year. 

Ittiddlesex.-Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P..  presided  at  the 
Insurance  Committee  meeting  held  at  the  Guildhall,  West- 
minster, on  January  3.  Among  the  accounts  oassod  for 
payment  were  chemists'  to  the  amount  of  1.5897.  14s.  9fZ. 
The  Chairman  explained  that  since  the  Insurance  Sub-Com- 
mittee had  met  it  had  been  found  that  in  all  probability 
some  advance  would  be  required  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
the  Joint  Committee  appointed  for  the  pricing  of  pre- 
scriptions. He  could  not  state  the  exact  amount,  but  they 
were  under  an  obligation  to  nay  a  proportion  of  the  ex- 
penses. He  thought  the  amount  was  not  to  exceed  500/., 
and  he  moved  that  an  instalment  of  150/.  be  paid  by  the 
Committee  towards  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  by  the  Joint 
Committee.  In  reply  to  a  member,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  added 
that  if  the  expenses  incurred  exceed  those  of  last  year  the 
surplus  will  be  provided  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 
A  member  asked  had  the  arrangement  as  to  the  pricing  of 
prescriptions  with  the  London  Insurance  Committee  been 
terminated,  and  the  Clerk  stated  that  no  reply  had  been 
received,  but  all  were  satisfied  that  Middlesex  should  go 
out  of  the  arrangement.  The  Chairman's  motion  was 
adopted  unanimously.  The  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee 
reported  that  a  complaint  had  been  addressed  by  an  in- 
sured person,  formerly  resident  in  Surrev,  that  she  had 
been  charged  4s.  6(7.  for  medicine  by  a  panel  doctor.  The 
doctor  alleged  that  he  only  charged  for  medicine  prior  to 
accepting  the  patient  on  his  list,  and  contended  thai  lie 
was  not  entitled  to  give  treatment  until  he  received  a 
registration-card  from  the  Committee.  The  Sub-Committee 
were  of  opinion  that  the  practitioner's  action  was  not  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  his  agreement  or  the  scheme 
under  which  the  Panel  Committee  agreed  to  provide  treat- 
ment, for  all  insured  persons  in  the  county  who  present  a 
medical  ear. I.  They  recommended,  and  the  Committee  agreed, 
that  4s.  6d.  should  be  deducted  from  the  amount  payable 
to  the  doctor.    It  was  also  decided  that  in  future  further 


steps  will  be  taken  when  illegal  charges  are  made  and 
proved.  The  Chairman  announced  that  the  number  of 
doctors  on  the  panel  for  1915  was  597,  and  for  the  current 
vear  581.  The  numbers  of  chemists  were  306  in  1915  and 
291  in  1916. 

Norwich. —At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  January  4,  Mr.  W.  M.  Burton,  in  submitting  a  report 
by  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  on  the  prescription- 
pricing  scheme,  said  the  salaries  proposed  to  be  paid,  espe- 
cially in  London,  were  very  much  less  than  ought  to  be 
paid  for  the  work  expected  to  be  done.  Some  of  the  persons 
in  lie  employed  in  London  W'erc  expected  to  work  for  15s. 
a  week,  and  young  women  capable  of  pricing  prescriptions 
were  to  be  paid  1/.  a  week.  The  actual  cost  would  in  the 
end  work  out  at  something  very  much  higher  than  was 
estimated.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  felt,  how- 
ever, that  they  had  no  alternative  but  tj  recommend  the 
Committee  to  adopt  the  scheme.    Dr.  Odhams  seconded  the 

 tion.    Mr.  F.  J.  Crotch  moved  that  the  matter  should 

be  held  over,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  a  scheme  to  increase 
expenditure.  Mr.  Witard  seconded.  The  Chairman  (Mr. 
Barley)  said  he  felt  as  much  repugnance  to  this  scheme  as 
any  other  member  of  the  Committee,  and  mentioned  that 
il  was  the  Commissioners  who  used  their  influence  in  favour 
of  London,  and  practically  vetoed  Norwich.  On  being  put 
to  a  division  the  amendment  was  lost,  but  it  was  agreed  to 
make  the  following  addition  to  the  motion  :  "  But  protest 
most  strongly  against  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sioners to  force  their  cut-and-dried  adopted  scheme  upon 
the  Insurance  ( lommittees,  while  pretending  to  consult  the 
delegates  on  other  possible  schemes."  In  this  form  the 
motion   was  carried. 

Plymouth.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  December  31,  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  re- 
ported that  they  had  considered  a  letter  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  containing  particulars 
of  concessions  desired  by  chemists  before  entering  into  con- 
tracts for  the  year  1916.  A  number  of  chemists  on  the 
panel  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  determine  their  con- 
tracts. It  was  proposed  to  send  a  copy  of  the,  letter  and  enclo- 
sure to  the  Commissioners  with  a  request  for  their  observa- 
tions. This  was  agreed  to  after  Mr.  A.  Webber  explained  that 
the  Sub-Committee  had  met  the  chemists  in  one  or  two 
directions,  so  that  a  good  number  of  the  notices  to  deter- 
mine contracts  had  been  withdrawn,  but  about  six  chemists 
would  not  go  on  the  panel  for  1916.  Mr.  S.  R.  Williams 
(chemist)  said  that,  although  an  adequate  panel  had  been 
formed,  the  position  was  most  unsatisfactory  to  the  chemists, 
and  unless  something  was  done  it  was  quite  possible  that 
what  had  occurred  would  recur  at  Midsummer. 

Portsmouth. — The  Insurance  Committee  agreed  on 
December  30  to  pay  chemists'  accounts  for  the  first  quarter 
of  1915  and  to  pay  90  per  cent,  of  the  fourth  quarter's 
accounts.  It  was  agreed, onthe  recommendation  of  theFinance 
Sub-Committee,  not  to  join  the  prescription-pricing  group 
as  there  would  be  nothing  to  gain  either  in  cost  or  efficiency. 
In  regard  to  the  1916  dispensing  agreements  and  Tariff, 
the  Panel  Committee  desired  the  1915  arrangements  as  to 
copying-fee  and  the  use  of  "  Rep.  mist.''  to  continue,  and 
tli  ■  Pharmaceutical  Committee  wanted,  in  addition  to  the 
copying-fee,  a  late  fee  for  "urgent"  prescriptions.  These 
recommendations  were,  referred  to  the  Commissioners  and 
the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee.  Mr.  W.  Gourd  and 
Mrs.  F.  C.  Francis,  successors  to  the  late  Mr.  F.  C.  Francis. 
Portsmouth,  have  resigned  from  the  chemists'  panel,  and 
Mr.  F.  A.  Harding,  49  Highland  Road,  Fastney,  has  re- 
joined it  after  resignation. 

Sheffield.— The  Insurance  Committee  received  on  Janu- 
ary 5  a  report  in  regard  to  the  prescription-pricing 
bureau,  which  is  to  be  joined;  owing  to  this  the  phar- 
macist-checker's agreement  terminates  on  January  31.  The 
Commissioners  advised  the  Committee  to  settle  with  doctors 
for  1914,  as  all  available  information  had  been  obtained. 
Chemists'  accounts  for  November  amount  to  976/.,  and  ii 
was  decided  to  pay  75  per  cent.  It  was  agreed  to  accept 
the  tender  of  Greenup  &  Thompson  for  the  supply  of  pre- 
scription-books for  three  months  at  2-^i7.  each,  2''"*  15  per 
cent.  The  Clerk  reported  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee requested  the  Committee  to  allot  to  them  311/.  for 
administrative  expenses.  The  application  was  referred 
to  the  Commissioners.  Mr.  L.  T.  Goucher,  chemist, 
Arundel  Street,  desired  to  have  his  name  removed 
from  the  panel,  and  this  was  agreed  to.  The  new 
list  contains  the  names  of  fifty-nine  chemists  and 
thirteen  contractors  for  drugs,  etc..  with  a  total  of  102 
places  of  business.  The  Clerk  reported  that  a  number  of 
chemists  had  intimated  that  owing  to  curtailment  of  li<rht 
and  difficulty  in  obtaining  assistance  the  dispensing  hours 
are  to  be  shortened,  mostly  in  the  evening.  Nevertheless, 
twenty-one  places  of  business  are  open  until  8.30  P.M.  and 
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eleven  until  9  p.m.  It  was  pointed  out,  however,  that  in  the 
centre  of  the  city  the  provision  of  obtaining  medicines 
after  8  P.M.  docs  not  appear  to  be  adequate,  and  it  was 
decided  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  be  requested 
to  consider  the  matter  and  report. — A  special  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee  has  issued  a  long  report  on  an 
investigation  under  Article  40  of  the  Regulations  by  the 
Panel  Committee  as  submitted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee. The  Panel  Committee  unanimously  conclude  that 
the  doctor's  prescriptions  which  were  examined  were  be- 
tween 30  per  cent,  and  40  per  cent,  above  what  was 
necessary  as  judged  by  the  normal  standard  of  prescribing 
in  practice,  but  to  ensure  that  absolutely  no  injustice  is 
inflicted  on  the  practitioner,  and  indirectly  on  his  patient, 
the  Committee  recommend  a  surcharge  of  15  per  cent,  on 
the  total  co.st  of  the  prescriptions  under  review.  Among 
many  items  of  defence  put  forward  by  the  doctor  were: 

(1)  The  length    of   time    since    the  date    of  prescribing: 

(2)  every  prescription  was  considered  before  the  scrip  was 
written  :  not  seeing  the  patients  the  Panel  Committee  have 
no  evidence   to  put  forward  to  bolster  up  a  surcharge; 

(3)  nearly  every  member  of  the  Panel  Committee  has  an 
ax©  to  grind.  "  a  pocket  "  at  stake.  The  doctor  also  sub- 
mitted that  the  Committee  must  produce  absolute  evidence 
in  fact,  and  not  according  to  any  niggardly  ideas  held  by 
members  of  the  Committee,  or  with  any  idea  of  securing 
the  floating  sixpence.  The  Medical  Benefit,  Sub-Committee 
on  th<3  resort  decided  to  surcharge  to  the  extent  of 
12/.  16s.  3(7. 

Soutbport.—  At  the  Insurance  Committee  meeting  on 
December  29,  Dr.  Penrose  moved  that  a  resolution  by  the 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  stopping  repeat  prescrip- 
tions should  be  deleted.  I  )r.  Pridie  seconded  this  amendment. 
Mr.  F.  Battersby  (pharmacist)  said  it  was  not  unreasonable 
so  long  as  repeats  are  restricted  to  a  particular  month,  but 
he  submitted  that  they  give  chemists  a  great  deal  of  work, 
and  that  some  restriction  as  to  time  is  necessary.  In  the 
course  of  further  discussion  Dr.  Penrose  expressed  his 
willingness  to  have  the  minute  referred  back,  so  that  it  may 
be  altered  to  cover  repeats  within  the  month  that  the  original 
prescriptions  are  written. 

Surrey.— The  Insurance  Committee  have  now  issued  the 
revised  panel  lists  of  chemists  and  doctors  for  1916.  The 
list  of  chemists  whose  names  have  been  deleted  numbers 
twenty-four;  of  those  five  are  out  of  the  county,  and  six 
are  businesses  which  have  changed  hands.  In  the  latter 
instances  the  successors  have  gone  on  the  panel, 
but  two  businesses  have  been  closed.  This  makes 
a  net  loss  of  eleven,  but  this  is  reduced  to 
five  by  the  addition  of  two  new  names  of  chemists  in 
the  county  and  four  out  of  the  county.  In  Walton-on- 
Thamcs  all  the  chemists  except  a  company  shop  have  gone 
off  the  panel.  In  seven  other  places  in  the  county  one  or 
two  chemists  have  not  renewed  their  agreements.  Many 
others  were  in  doubt  about  resigning  from  the  panel,  but 
it  was  thought  that  in  the  present  national  crisis  it  would 
not  be  patriotic  to  do  so. 

Sussex  (East).— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Commit- 
tee on  January  4,  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  re- 
ported on  a  conference  held  with  the  chemists  on  Decem- 
ber 16  in  reference  to  the  arrangements  for  the  supply  of 
drugs  during  1916.  and  of  the  subsequent  action  taken  in 
regard  thereto.  The  Sub-Committee  resolved  (1)  to  report  to 
the  Committee,  with  the  addition  of  a  reference  to  the  Con- 
ference with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Local  Medical 
and  Panel  Committees,  the  form  of  this  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  his  approval;  (2)  that 
a  copy  of  the  report  be  circulated  among  all  chemists  on 
the  panel  for  1915;  (3)  that  representation  be  made  to  the 
Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  undertakings  given 
at  the  conference  with  pharmacists;  and  (4)  that  in  the 
event  of  the  suggested  restriction  on  "  repeat  mixtures  " 
being  approved  by  the  Panel  Committee,  the  Clerk  be 
authorised  to  give  formal  notice  of  it  to  panel  practi- 
tioners. Mr.  Pargeter,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  the  chemists  had  met  them  in  a  very  fair  way, 
that  the  doctors  were  making  an  effort  to  deal  with  the 
subject  of  "  repeat  mixtures,"  and  are  making  a  fair  offer 
to  the  chemists.  Most  of  the  chemists  had  withdrawn  their 
resignations.    The  report  was  adopted.

By  unpre- 
cedented unanimity  only  have  we  secured  deliverance  from 
a  threatened  injury,  and  only  by  similar  unanimity  can 
we  hope  for  success  in  the  efforts  still  essential  to  attain 
the  more  satisfactory  conditions  we  have  in  view.  We 
have  protested  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  and  Insur- 
ance Committees  against  any  attempt  to  eliminate  the  Phar-

German  Atrocities  in  Belgium. 

Sir, — Referring  to  your  note,  entitled  "  German  Atroci- 
ties in  Belgium,"  in  the  C.  &  D..  January  1,  p.  36.  I  beg 
of  you  the  favour  of  a  small  space  in  your  journal  to 
rectify  the  assertion  of  Herr  von  Bissing,  the  German 
Governor,  that  the  pharmacists,  victims  of  the  war,  have 
fallen  especially  as  a  result  of  the  bombardment  of  Belgian 
cities.  The  body  of  my  colleague  and  friend.  Camillc 
Vertruyen,  was  recognised  among  the  victims  drowned 
in  a  private  cistern  in  Aershot.  Not  less  than  thirty-two 
bodies  were  found  in  the  latter.  Von  Bissing's  mysteries  ! 
This  is  one  case  among  many  others.  Camille  Vertruyen 
was  a  young  pharmacist  of  about  thirty  years  of  age. 
qualified  in  1909  by  the  University  of  Louvain.  Clever  and 
intelligent,  he  was  the  man  who  could  mix  good  humour 
with  the  aridity  of  the  pharmacy:  his  figures  were  the 
expression  of  a  great  intelligence,  and  Aershot's  people 
will  lose  in  him  one  of  the  most  important  of  their  phar- 
macists. He  leaves  behind  a  young  widow  and  two 
children.    What  is  "Kultur"?

Shortage  of  Bottles. 

Sir, — I  see  one  of  your  correspondents  is  asking  about 
bottle-washing.  This  bottle-shortage  is  going  to  be  a 
serious  matter,  and  the  question  of  washing  bottles  will 
come  more  and  more  to  the  front.  On  anything  like  an 
extensive  scale  it  should  be  taken  up  on  most  careful  lines, 
as  in  careless  work  lie  many  dangers.  To  deal  with  the 
bulk  is  easy  enough  when  they  have  contained  matter  easily 
soluble  in  hot  water.  It  is  the  oily,  the  smelly,  and  the 
coated  bottles  where  the  trouble  comes,  and  these  require 
most  careful  treatment.  All  such  should  be  left  some  days, 
in  some  cases  a  week  or  more,  in  a  soaking-tub  containing 
weak  soda-solution,  each  bottle  filled  to  the  neck,  when  it 
will  be  found  that  half  the  work  of  cleaning  has  been  done. 
Pass  the  soaked  bottles  into  another  tub  containing  a  fresh 
supply  of  weak  soda-solution,  shaking  each  bottle  carefully 
when  emptying.  In  the  second  tub  a  bottle-brush  may  be 
used :  if  this  is  done  in  the  first  process  the  brush  soon 
gets  sticky  and  clogged  with  oily  matter.  The  third  pro- 
cess is  rinsing  with  a.  rinsing-tap  under  a  good  forceful 
pressure  of  water,  filling  each  bottle  to  the  brim  to  force 
out  any  gaseous  smell.  Bottles  after  having  been  washed 
several  times  begin  to  show  what  they  are,  and  with  the 
best  of  attention  wall  look  second-rate.

Insurance  Prescription  Pricing  and  Checking. 

Sir. — I  am  glad  to  see  the  question  of  the  pricing  and 
checking  of  prescriptions  under  the  1916  Tariff  brought  up 
in  your  columns.  As  I  understand  the  matter,  the  pricing 
is  to  be  done  for  the  Insurance  Committees  by  girls  who 
have  just  left  school  and  have  had  no  technical  training 
of  any  description.  Is  this  fair  to  chemists  and  druggists, 
who  must  have  spent  three  years  in  the  translation  of 
physicians'  prescriptions  before  they  are  allowed  to  enter 
for  the  Minor  examination?  According  to  reports  and 
statements  published  in  your  columns,  the  scheme  which  is 
being  practically  forced  upon  English  Insurance  Committees 
has  been  drafted  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Presumably,  as 
a  quid  pro  quo  for  their  assistance  in  drawing    up  this 
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precious  scheme,  the  Insurance  Commission  arc  allowing 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  add  to  their  revenue  by 
checking  the  prescriptions  at  the  expense  of  the  Drug  Fund. 
It  has  been  stated  that  the  charge  proposed  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  for  checking  (sic)  the  prescriptions  will 
be  equivalent  to  1  per  cent,  on  the  chemist's  account, 
which  means  that  the  Society's  revenue  will  be  increased 
by  several  thousand  pounds  taken  from  the  Drug  Fund. 
This  may  bo  called  protecting  the  interests  of  chemists,  but 
I  should  like  to  know  why  the  pricing  should  not  be  done 
in  the  first  instance  by  properly  qualified  persons,  instead 
of  having  "  one  expert  in  pharmacy  "  to  deal  with  some 
two  million  prescriptions  annually.  It  is  presumed  that 
these  untrained  girls  will  each  be  able  to  read  and  price 
1,000  prescriptions  per  day,  and  the  staff  for  these  central 
pricing  bureaus  is  drawn  up  on  this  assumption.  I  should 
question  very  much  whether  it  is  intended  to  spend  this 
large  amount  of  money  on  checking  prescriptions  in  view 
of  what  is  known  as  to  the  cost  and  methods  of  pricing  and 
checking  which  have  hitherto  prevailed  at  Bloomsbury 
Square.  Those  of  us  who  have  had  prescriptions  priced  at 
the  Society's  headquarters  arc  too  painfully  aware  of  the 
absurd  mistakes  made  by  these  "  checkers,"  who,  in  many 
oases,  saw  a  prescription  for  the  first  time  after  commencing 
the  work  of  pricing  or  checking;  but  what  can  be  expected 
from  sweated  and  unskilled  labour?  Of  course  we  are  told, 
in  pursuing  the  policy  indicated,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  safeguarded  the  best  interests  of  chemists,  but  has  it?

Whitening  Poultry  Feathers. 

L.  W.  B.  (87/2b)  asks  the  nature  of  the  white  powder 
u>ed  by  poultry-specialists  for  whitening  the  feathers  pre- 
vious to  showing.  Zinc  oxide  has  been  tried,  but  docs  not 
stick  sufficiently. 

Kara  (Kava  rhizoma,  B.P.). 

"  Mr.  W.  H.  Goss  (C.  &  D.,  May  29,  1915.  p.  62)  is  mistaken 
in  supposing  that  the  Polynesian  kava-chewcrs  expectorate 
the  saliva,  which  is  then  allowed  to  ferment.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  root  is  chewed  to  a  stiff  doughy  mass,  which 
is  placed  in  the  kava-bowl  (in  Fiji  called  tarnoa).  When 
a  sufficient  number  of  the  chewed  masses  have  been  pre- 
pared, water  is  added  and  well  mixed.  The  fibre  is  now 
.strained  out  by  means  of  a  bundle  of  hibiscus-fibre,  held  at 
each  end  closely  and  pulled  gently  along  the  bottom  of 
the  bowl  towards  the  operator  so  as  to  entangle  the 
sawdust-like  fibre.  The  strainer  is  squeezed  and  shaken 
out  to  get  rid  of  the  fibre,  and  this  is  repeated  until  the 
liquid  is  sufficiently  strained.  The  clay-coloured,  muddv 
liquid,  which  contains  much  starch,  is  then  drunk  out  of 
coconut-cups  (Fijian=  bilo).  Stale  or  fermented  kava  is 
never  used.  The  liquid  is  not,  alcoholic  or  intoxicating, 
but  depends  for  its  stimulating  properties  on  the  two  resins, 
alpha  and  beta  kava-resins,  and  probably  also  on  the 
crystalline  principle  kavahin  or  methysticin.  The  name  of 
the  kava-plant  is  Maeropiper  methysticum." — Thos.  Steel 
(Sydney,  N.S.W.). 

Medical  Latin. 
M.  P.  S.  (85/37)  writes :  "  The  advertisement  quoted  in 
the  C.  &  D.  last  week  from  the  '  Melbourne  Argus  '  is  a 
fine  idea,  but  is  it  quite  certain  that,  the  doctors  will  be 
able  to  read  it?  Some  of  the  older  hands  may.  but  the 
young  graduates,  especially  the  men  who  have  '  gone 
through  '  without  compulsory  Latin,  will  have  considerable 
difficulty  in  deciphering  such  advertisements.  Not  being 
too  sure  of  my  ground  I  refrain  from  offering  a  translation, 
though  it  almost  looks  to  me  as  if  Mr.  Bull  had  omitted  a 
relative  pronoun.  However,  I  leave,  criticism  to  the  expert, 
but  would  suggest  that  an  advertisement  couched  in  English 
medical  terms  might  be  just  as  incomprehensible  to  the 
layman  without  any  risk  of  fatiguing  the  medical  intellect 
by  demanding  a  translation.  When  an  advertisement  does 
not  appeal  to  us  at  the  very  first  glance  it  has  failed  in 
its  mission,  and  once  we  pass  it  by  we  never  return  to  it 
(unless  there  be  a  prize  coupon  attached,  which  seems  to 
be  an  unfailing  attraction  to  so  many  people  of  aimless 
existence).  My  own  idea  is  that  Mr.  Bull  will  not  find 
the  experiment  a  successful  one,  but  I  hope  he  will  write 
and  let  us  know  how  it  panned  out."
